GENERAL REVIEW 



Hon. William S. Jackson, President of the Board of Trade 
of the City of Chicago: 

Sir: — Herewith you will please find report of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago for the year ended December 

3i. I 90S- 

The year 1905 closes with a record of general prosperity in 

all departments of business throughout the states. The crops 
of 1904 were abundant and poured into the lap of the nation an 
immense wealth. The official estimate of the value of the prod- 
ucts of the farm for that year was $4,900,000,000. This tremen- 
dous amount furnished employment to countless hands, a steady 
and strong demand for merchandise of every sort, funds for mon- 
eyed institutions, incentives to enterprise on every hand, and that 
which is of supreme importance — confidence that all business 
obligations would be promptly discharged. That confidence 
was strengthened by a well grounded impression that in spite of 
a widespread prosperity and ample funds, business was con- 
ducted on the whole with caution. 

A series of remarkably prosperous years has not debauched 
the public mercantile mind. This general feeling of steadiness and 
confidence in financial and industrial circles was not only undis- 
turbed as the months of the year passed, but the situation became 
stronger, as indications pointed to the crops of 1905 as unpre- 
cedented in value. Even then, strange to say, there appeared 
no disposition to abandon the safe path in monetary and com 
mercial affairs. 

CHICAGO IN THE LEAD. 

Chicago has maintained its ascendency among the great 
food markets of the world. Her receipts of wheat, corn, oats, 
rye, barley and flour in its wheat equivalent, aggregate 296,- 

XIII 
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428,100 bushels, which is an increase of 31,000,000 bushels 
over corresponding receipts during the year 1904; her shipments 
of these articles during the year aggregate 212,862,238 bushels, 
varying slightly from the corresponding figures for 1904. Thus 
it may be seen that Chicago handled during the year about 
509,000,000 bushels of grain, counting flour in its wheat equi- 
valent. 

The number of hogs received during the year is 8,319,690, 
of cattle 3,410,469, and of sheep 4,736,558, showing an increase 
in the number of hogs of 533,149, of cattle 151,284, and of 
sheep 231,938 over like receipts during the year 1904. The 
number of hogs shipped during the year is, in round numbers, 
2,000,000, of cattle 1,400,000, and of sheep 1,356,000, showing 
an increase in the number of hogs shipped of 400,000, of cattle 
84,000, and a decrease in the number of sheep of 6,400. 

GREAT MEAT MARKET. 

Our receipts of meats, cured and "other meats," aggregate 
634,785,888 pounds, as against 408,426,000 pounds received 
during the year 1904; of lard 84,653,195 pounds, as against 
54,549,592 pounds received during the year 1904; of cheese 
85,972,114 pounds, as against 91,000,000 pounds received dur- 
ing the year 1904; and of butter 271,914,803 pounds, as against 
249,024,146 pounds received during 1904. 

Our shipments of cured and "other meats" aggregate about 
1.865,314,566 pounds, and of lard 405,629,825 pounds, showing 
an increase of 141,593,660 pounds of cured and other meats, 
and 68,839,862 of lard over the corresponding shipments of 1904. 

Our receipts of hay aggregate, in round numbers, 245,600 
tons, which are nearly the same as the receipts of 1904. The 
local demand absorbs nearly our entire supply, our shipments 
being only about 12,000 tons. This trade throughout the year 
was very satisfactory, both with regard to prices and quality. 

PREGNANT WITH MEANING. 

What this enormous volume of business means in all its 
ramifications, to railroads and steamship lines, to warehouses, 
to banks, to insurance offices, to the laborer, to employes in 
various industries, one can scarcely comprehend. Indeed, the 
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marketing of the farm products of the great Valley of the Mis- 
sissippi sets in profitable and harmonious motion, directly and 
indirectly, the wheels of industry and commerce from one end 
of the country to the other; it supplies to a very large extent 
our banks with funds, the people with employment, and indi- 
rectly, though not the less emphatically, our factories and shops 
with customers for their fabrics; it sustains countless industries 
and enterprises all along the wonderful pathway of commerce 
from prairie to port; it supplies vessels on the high seas and the 
great lakes with millions of tonnage. 

Our 214,000 miles of railways are in largest measure sup- 
ported by the carriage of the agricultural products of the great 
Valley of the Mississippi for distribution to eastern and southern 
markets both for domestic consumption and for export, and in 
turn by the transportation of an almost endless variety of manu- 
factures demanded by a wonderful and pervading agricultural 
prosperity. 

WEALTH OF FARM PRODUCTS. 

The agricultural products of the United States constitute 
the lifeblood of our inland commerce and the chief factor in our 
foreign trade; they lie at the very basis of our commercial and 
industrial life. The rewards of the agriculturist, both pecuniary 
and economic, are the legitimate and logical result of an enter- 
prising and intelligent industry pursued upon a generous soil, 
under the inspiration of a government created and administered 
by the people. Through the facilities furnished by the Chicago 
Board of Trade and kindred organizations, ready money — inde- 
pendent of existing market conditions, such as an immediate 
consumptive demand — is furnished to farmers and country 
dealers, enabling them to meet promptly their varied obligations 
incident to constantly recurring and increasing wants. This 
money circulates without interruption through the arteries of our 
far-reaching commercial and industrial life and sustains in a large 
degree our wholesale trade in all departments of business. 

nation's great asset. 

The tangible assets of the United States are not in Wall 
street or in the hands of money-holders anywhere; they are 
found in our agricultural resources made available for the com- 
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mon welfare by skilled labor and by an ambitious and public- 
spirited citizenship. This is, to be sure, a truism of political 
economy, but nevertheless, in view of recent startling and 
demoralizing revelations in the realms of finance, there is need 
of placing upon this fact special emphasis, and of giving deserved 
prominence to those great commercial organizations whose 
primary and supreme function it is to market the agricultural 
products of the country; to bring buyer and seller together on 
an equitable basis; to obtain and disseminate valuable economic 
information concerning the grain markets of the world, not in 
the interest of the seller or of the buyer exclusively, but in order 
to arrive at a fair price upon the basis of the world's food supply 
and the world's food needs. All this information is given by 
these associations to the public without charge. No agencies 
exert a more beneficent influence upon the general commercial 
and industrial welfare than do the grain, produce and provision 
exchanges of the United States. No other department of busi- 
ness is subject to so searching and so severe a scrutiny as the 
business conducted under the rules of these organizations; no 
business is more vitally allied to the various industries and com- 
merce of our city and of the country. These institutions repre- 
sent wealth producers and not wealth manipulators. 

POWERS THAT ARE INVOKED. 

Point me to any institution or department of business that 
more zealously and honorably promotes the common commercial 
and industrial welfare. Boards of trade marshal the forces of 
individual capacity, the resources of the field and of the mine ; 
they call forth for the common good the latent forces of mind 
and of matter, and are constantly creating facilities for the saving 
of time, for reducing expenses in the distribution of merchandise 
and minimizing risks of business transactions; they study and 
solve the problems which a keen and educated competition pre- 
sents; they take a wide outlook in carrying out their purposes, 
keeping in view not alone one market, one state or one country, 
but planning and legislating for a world-wide commerce. 

Nature in the year 1905 extended to the husbandman a 
prodigal hospitality. The estimates of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture of the value and volume of the crops are as follows:

HUGE FARM VALUES. 

Secretary Wilson reports that the total value of farm pro- 
ducts for the last year was $6,415,000,000, and that "every 
sunset during the last five years has registered an increase of 
$3,400,000 in the value of the farms of this country, and every 
month has piled this value upon value until it has reached 
$102,000,000,000. That portion of the national debt bearing 
interest is equaled by the increased value of farms in nine 
months, and the increase for a little over a year balances the 
entire interest and non-interest bearing debt of the United 
States." Farm crops have never before been harvested at such 
a high general level of production and value. 

The industries of the United States utilizing agricultural 
products as materials employ 37 per cent of all the persons 
engaged in manufacturing, and the capital of these industries is 
42.1 of the capital of all manufacturing establishments.

Some instances of bankruptcy have occurred as the results 
either of an indisposition or an inability to conform to modern 
business methods. With the exception of some startling reve- 
lations concerning men occupying positions of trust, the year 
has not disclosed any marked unfavorable features. 

NOTABLE DECISION RENDERED. 

Thanks to the efforts of our attorney, Henry S. Robbins, 
the Supreme Court of the United States rendered a decision 
upholding the legality of our future or time trading, our clearing 
house, our system of settlement by offset, and sustaining the 
Board of Trade's property right in its quotations and enjoining 
their use in bucketshops. This important decision is the result 
of litigation comprising thirteen suits brought by bucketshops 
against the Board and twenty-six suits brought by the Board 
against purloiners of our quotations. 

In 1902 a large number of injunction suits were brought 
against the President of the Board and others to enjoin the 
signing down of margins. The Supreme Court of the State of 
Illinois last October upheld in the broadest terms the validity of 
our margin rule and ordered that the injunction suits be dissolved. 
Thus was brought to naught the persistent and protracted 
attempt to set aside the rule of the Board providing for the 
indorsing of margin certificates in case of dispute. 

In litigation covering a period of six years the Board has 
never lost a case in a court of last resort. 

With crops unprecedented in volume and in value, with a 
widespread distribution of surplus earnings, with a prevailing 



conservatism in business affairs, with the ban of the law on 
bucketshop trading, we cross the threshold of the new year with 
gratifying prospects.

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♦FOREIGN CROP REPORT. 

The world's wheat crop of 1905 is estimated by the Hun- 
garian Ministry of Agriculture at 3,189,000,000 bushels of 60 
pounds, against 3,182,000,000 such bushels last year. 

The Hungarian estimate for rye is 1,539,000,000 bushels 
of 56 pounds, against 1,815,000,000 such bushels last year. 
The decrease, which exceeds 1 5 per cent, is attributed chiefly 
to the large deficiency in the Russian crop of this grain. Un- 
important as is the place that rye occupies among the cereals 
cultivated in the United States, it is by no means unimportant 
as a part of the world's bread supply ; nor is it without effect 
on the price obtainable for the exportable wheat surplus of the 
United States, as was pointed out in an article entitled ' ' Influ- 
ence of rye on the price of wheat, " published in the Year Book 
of the Department of Agriculture for 1900. If the wheat and 
rye crops of the world, as estimated by the Hungarian Ministry 
of Agriculture, be taken together and expressed in centals of 
100 pounds, this year's estimate for the two great bread grains 
combined will be found to be about 5 }£ per cent below the esti- 
mate for last year. The following are the Hungarian estimates 
for the world's crops of the five chief cereals for this year and 
last, expressed in millions of bushels:

The figures on the wheat and rye crops have already been 
discussed. Those on oats and barley make this year's crops 
smaller than those of 1904, the decrease being 8.4 per cent for 
the former and nearly 5 per cent for the latter cereal. The 
corn crop, owing to the fine condition of that grain in the United 
States, is estimated to be 5.8 per cent larger than last year's.

The 
average population per acre is 16.08. Her area, 125,188 acres, 
or 190.7 square miles; her park area- 3, 180 acres. Number 
of miles of streets 2,816. The number of buildings erected 
during the year is 8,442, valued at $63,979,950. 

There are 3,046 men employed on her police force and 1, 373 
men in her fire department. 

The death rate per 1,000 of the population of this city for 
the year was 13.67; of Buffalo 14.14; of Cleveland 14.60; of 
St. Louis 15.09; of San Francisco 15.35; of Cincinnati 17.20; 
of Philadelphia 17.25; of New York 18.31; of Boston 18.49; 
of Baltimore 19.44; of Pittsburg 19.60. The London death 
rate is 19.88; that of Paris 20.21; Berlin 18.70, and St. Peters- 
burg 25.02. 

The number of arrivals at the port of Chicago of all kinds 
of crafts during the year 1905 was 7,236, and the number of 
clearances 7,268. The tonnage entered and cleared during the 
year aggregated 14,740,155 tons. On page 128 may be seen a 
comprehensive and comparative statement of the tonnage in the 
foreign trade in the principal ports of the world. 

Chicago's grain receipts, and of flour in its wheat equivalent, 
aggregated for the year 296,428,101 bushels, as against 
265,500,000 bushels received during 1904, showing an increase 
over those of last year of 31,000,000 bushels, made up chiefly 
in the receipts of oats and corn. 

Our shipments for the year aggregated 212,862,239 bushels, 
as against 180,578,736 bushels shipped during the year preced- 
ing, showing as increase over those of last year of 32,343,503 
bushels. 

The number of bushels of corn received during the year 
was 110,823,444, as against 100,543,207 received during the 
year 1904 ; and the number of bushels shipped 91,153,342, as 
against 75,184,758 shipped during the year 1904. 
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Of the quantity of corn forwarded from Chicago during the 
year, 49,772,146 bushels were shipped via the Great Lakes, as 
against 41,798,051 so shipped during 1904. 

Our receipts of wheat during the year aggregated 26,899,012 
bushels, as against 24,457,347 bushels received during 1904, and 
27,124,585 bushels received during 1903 ; and our shipments for 
the year aggregated 13,922,714, as against 17,957,416 bushels 
shipped during 1904, and 24,367,548 during 1903. Of the 
quantity forwarded from Chicago during the year 5,069,982 
bushels were shipped via the lakes, as against 5,627,386 bushels 
so shipped during 1904 ; nearly all of these shipments went to 
Buffalo and thence via canal or rail for domestic and foreign 
consumption. 

Our receipts of oats during the year aggregated 92,486,761 
bushels, as against 73,023,119 bushels received during the year 
1904, and 88,588,386 bushels received during the year 1903. 
The shipments of oats during the year aggregated 66,131,725 
bushels, as against 47,303,901 bushels shipped during 1904, and 
63,539,179 bushels during 1903. The year during which the 
largest quantity of oats was shipped from this port was that of 
1897, when 104,666,956 bushels were shipped. 

The receipts of barley during the year aggregated 28,074, 142 
bushels, as against 25,316,917 bushels received during 1904, and 
2 3i 2 73t5 I 9 bushels received during 1903 ; the shipments aggre- 
gated 7,374,037 bushels, as against 5,802,856 bushels shipped 
during 1904, and 2,986,816 during 1903. This trade is gaining 
in volume and importance and is destined to attain still larger 
proportions. 

The number of cars of all kinds of grain inspected in Chi- 
cago during the year was 197,297, and the number of bushels of 
grain inspected, received in bulk by water, was 700,259, as 
against 164,868 cars, and 1,013,825 bushels, respectively, during 
the preceding year. 

The number of bushels of grain weighed by the Weighing 
Department during the year was approximately 450,000,000 — 
370,000,000 of which was forwarded by cars and the remainder 
by lake. Total number of cars of grain weighed, 321,615. 

The receipts of flaxseed during the year aggregated 2,890,241 
bushels, and the shipments 238,652 bushels, as against 3,337,313 
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bushels received, and 676,271 bushels shipped during 1904. 
This trade seems to be gradually diminishing owing to a variety 
of causes, chief among which is the fact that its cultivation is 
every year growing less in the regions tributary to this market. 
Its growth is exhausting to the soil, and as a consequence it is 
mainly raised on new and virgin lands. A detailed statement 
may be found of monthly receipts and shipments for the year on 
page 90 of this report. 

The receipts of grass seeds during the year, comprising 
timothy, clover, millet, Hungarian, etc., aggregated 78,589,943 
pounds, as against 88,722,897 pounds received during the year 
preceding; 78,381,648 pounds received during the year 1903, 
and 71,093,567 pounds received during 1902. The shipments 
of such seeds during the year aggregated 54,210,439 pounds, as 
against 71,196,146 pounds shipped during the preceding year, 
and 76,304,807 pounds shipped during 1903. Of the quantity 
shipped during the year 39,340,166 pounds were shipped via 
eastern railway lines and 5,770,238 pounds via the Great 
Lakes, the balance went out by western roads. This trade is 
confined to a limited number of prominent seed concerns. 

The receipts of lard in Chicago during the year aggregated 
84,653,195 pounds, as against 54,549,592 pounds during 1904, 
and 35,993,461 pounds during the year 1903. The shipments 
during the year aggregated 405,629,825 pounds, as against 
336,789,963 pounds during 1904, 371,000,959 pounds during 
the year 1903, and 382,498,069 pounds during 1902. Of this 
year's shipments, 356,468,730 pounds went by eastern railway 
lines, and 1,269,200 pounds by lake. Railway lines were much 
preferred for shipping this article for many and manifest reasons. 
A considerable quantity is shipped to gulf ports for export. 
American, and especially Chicago lard, meets with great favor 
in the continental markets, and shipments are made with great 
uniformity throughout the year. 

The receipts of dressed beef during the year aggregated 
360,773,876 pounds, as against 208,204,901 pounds received 
during the year 1904, 199, 537*879 pounds received during 1903, 
and 135,372,268 pounds received during 1902. The shipments 
aggregated 1,110,371,601 pounds, as against 1,072,156,300 
pounds shipped during the year 1904, and 1,252,233,792 pounds

during 1903. The trade in this article for both home and foreign 
consumption is enormous, and far in excess of that in any other 
market, at home or abroad. On page 42 may be seen a state- 
ment of receipts and shipments by months of dressed meats, 
also a statement showing the railway lines over which received 
as well as those over which shipped. 

Of meats, other than barreled pork, the receipts during the 
year aggregated 274,012,012 pounds, as against 200,221,000 
pounds received during 1904, and shipments 754,942,965 pounds, 
as against 652,564,606 pounds shipped during 1904, 580,282,643 
pounds during 1903, and 660, 680, 190 pounds shipped during 1902. 

The receipts of lumber during the year aggregated 2,193,- 
540,000 feet, and shipments 956,377,000 feet, as against 
1,670,272,000 feet received, and 821,008,000 feet shipped dur- 
ing 1904, and 1,711,348,000 feet received and 803,846,000 feet 
shipped during 1903. The number of shingles received 
during the year was 583,334,000 and the number shipped 
421,235,000, as against 450,524,000 received, and 434,- 
195,000 shipped during 1904. On pages 98, 104 and 105 
may be found complete statements showing the volume of this 
trade. Chicago is the greatest lumber market in the world. 

The receipts of cheese during the year aggregated 
85,972,114 pounds, and shipments 69, 394, 718 pounds, as against 
90,937,788 pounds received and 66,148,937 pounds shipped 
during the year 1904, and 82,129,832 pounds received and 
57,277,361 pounds shipped during 1903. On page 100 may be 
found a detailed statement showing receipts and shipments 
during the year. 

The receipts of butter during the year aggregated 
271,914,803 pounds and shipments 254,130,889 pounds, as 
against 249,024,146 pounds received and 249,359,694 pounds 
shipped during 1904, and 232,032,484 pounds received and 
197,620,859 pounds shipped during the year 1903. On page 
100 may be seen a statement showing monthly receipts and 
shipments, and also showing the routes over which received and 
shipped. 

The number of hogs received in Chicago during the year 
aggregated 8,319,690, including the number received by the 
Omaha Packing Company, whose yards are located outside the 



Union Stock Yards. The number of hogs shipped during the 
year was 2,028,106. The number used for city consumption 
was 6,290,432. On page 40 may be found a comprehensive 
statement of receipts and shipments of hogs during the year, 
showing monthly receipts and shipments, and also showing the 
lines of railway over which received and shipped. 

The number of sheep arrived in this market during the year 
was 4,736,558 head, and the number shipped 1,355,865 head, 
as against 4,504,630 head received and 1,362,270 head 
shipped during the preceding year, and 4,582,760 head received 
and 1,000,109 head shipped during the year 1903. The number 
of sheep used for city consumption and packing during the year, 
was 3,380,693. A complete statement showing receipts and 
shipments for the year may be found on page 41. 

The number of horses received in Chicago during the year 
was 127,250, and the number shipped 108,633, as against 
105,949 received and 98,032 shipped during the year preceding. 

The number of calves received in this market during the 
year was 380,835, and the number shipped 26,827, as against 
267,499 received and 23,418 shipped during the preceding year. 

The receipts of cattle during the year aggregated 3,410,469 
head and shipments 1,410,213 head, as against 3,259.185 head 
received and 1,326,332 head shipped during the preceding year. 
A full statement showing monthly receipts and shipments, and 
also showing routes over which brought in and shipped out may 
be found on page 41. 

The total receipts of animals in this market comprising 
cattle, calves, hogs, sheep and horses, during the year aggre- 
gated 16,380,850 head, as against 15,376,009 head received 
during 1904, and 15,715,515 head received during 1903. The 
total shipments for the year aggregated 4,929,644 head, as 
against 4,436,072 head shipped during 1904, and 3,628,130 
head shipped during the year 1903. I refer you to pages 40 and 
41 for a statement of receipts and shipments of live stock for 
the year. 

The value of live stock received in this market during the 
year amounted to $300,472,280; the valuation of horses, 
$18,133,125; of sheep, $23,188,293; of hogs, $91,343,975; of 
cattle, $163,941,612. The live stock received in this market 
during the year was brought in 302,766 cars. 



The volume of our business in live stock is simply astound- 
ing, and no adequate impression can be conveyed of its import* 
ance and magnitude by a mere recital of abstract statistical 
statements. Visit the great Union Stock Yards, look over its 
500 acres, 450 of which are covered with brick or plank. Con- 
sider that there are 300 miles of railway track within the yards, 
25 miles of streets, i3,ooo pens, 25,000 gates, and you gain 
some idea of the immensity of this business reaching out into 
all the markets of the world.

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FOREIGN TRADE. 

The excess of our exports over our imports during the year 
was, in value, $401,048,595. 

The foreign commerce of the United States in merchandise 
during the year ended June 30, 1905, quoting from the Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, exceeded both in imports and exports that of any earlier 
year. 

The falling off in the exports of agricultural products and 
especially wheat and wheat flour, continues to be a marked 
characteristic of the export trade. 

The percentage which agricultural products formed of the 
total domestic exports, was in 1905, but 55.03 per cent, against 
69.73 percent in 1895, 72.96 percent in 1885 and 76.95 per 
cent in 1875. 

Comparing 1905 with 1895, the exports of manufactures 
shows an increase of practically 200 per cent, and those of 
mines, forests and fisheries, an increase of more than 100 per 
cent each, while those of agriculture have increased only 50 
per cent in the same period. 

The reductions of exports of wheat and flour cannot be 
charged to low prices, since the average price per bushel of 
wheat exports in 1905 was higher than in any year since 1898, 
and the average price per barrel of flour exported was higher 
than in any year since 1892. 

The value of our exports amounted to $1,518, 561,666, 
which exceeded by 57,734,395 the value of our exports during 
the preceding year. The value of our imports and exports for 
the year amounted to $2,636,074,737. The total value of all 
agricultural products during the last fiscal year was $820,863,405, 
as against $853,643,073 exported during the year immediately 
preceding. The steady decline in the percentage which agricul- 
tural products form of the total exports is due, says the Secretary 
of Agriculture, to the increase in the exports of other products, 
especially manufactures, rather than to any material decrease in 
the products of agriculture as a whole. 

The value of our imports of merchandise during the year 
amounted to $1,117,513,071. 
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Our exports of wheat for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
x 905, aggregated 4,394,402 bushels valued at $3,905,579, as 
against 44,230,169 bushels valued at $35,850,318, exported 
during the year immediately preceding, and 114, 181,420 bushels, 
valued at $87,795,104, exported during the year 1903. 

Our exports of corn aggregated 88,807,223 bushels, valued 
at $47,446,921, as against 55,858,965 bushels, valued at 
$30,071,334, exported during the year immediately preceding, 
and 74,833,237 bushels, valued at $40,540,637, exported during 
the year 1903. 

The exports of oats aggregated 5,479,308 bushels, valued 
at $2,085,992, as against 1, 153,714 bushels, valuedat $475,362, 
exported during the year 1904, and 4,613,809 bushels, valued at 
$1,850,728, exported during the year 1903. 

The exports of flour aggregated 8,826,335 barrels, valued 
at $40,176,136, as against 16,999,432 barrels, valued at 
$68,894,836, exported during the year 1904, and 19,716,484 
barrels, valued at $73,756,404, exported during the year 1903. 

We exported more flour to Japan than to any other country, 
viz : 1,381,599 barrels, valued at $5,112,248. 

Our exports of cotton, unmanufactured, aggregated 
8,337,964 bales, or 4,304,848,903 pounds, valued at $379,- 
965,014, as against 6,009, 194 bales, or 3,063,192,760 pounds, 
valued at $370,811,246, exported during 1904, and 6,938,279 
bales, or 3,543,043,022 pounds, valued at $316,180,429, 
exported during the year 1903. 

The value of our exports of provisions, comprising meats 
and dairy products, during the last fiscal year was $169,998,873. 

The exports of lard aggregated 610,238,899 pounds, valued 
at $47,243,181, as against 561,302,643 pounds, valued at 
$46,347,520, exported during the year preceding. The United 
Kingdom and Germany are the two largest foreign buyers of 
this product. 

Our exports of beef, salted or pickled, aggregated 55,934,- 
705 pounds, valuedat $3,095,304, as against 57,584,710 pounds, 
valued at $3,260,475, exported during the year 1904, and 
52,801,220 pounds, valued at $3,814,671, during the year 1903. 

The exports of bacon for the last fiscal year aggregated 
262,246,635 pounds, valued at $25,428,961, as against 249,- 



665,94* pounds, valued at $24,446,752, exported during the 
year preceding, and 207, 336, 000 pounds, valued at $22, 178,525, 
exported during 1903. 

The exports of ham aggregated 203,458,724 pounds, valued 
at $21,562,204, as against 194,948,864 pounds, valued at 
$22,293,867, exported during the preceding fiscal year, and 
214,183,365 pounds, valued at $25,712,633, exported during 

1903. 

Included in this report is a copy of the rules, by-laws 

and regulations of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago in 
force May 3, 1906; also a copy of the rules governing the 
inspection of grain in the City of Chicago established by the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission of the State of Illinois, 
in force March 10, 1906.

In accordance with the instructions of the Finance Com- 
mittee, we have completed a careful audit of the Financial Rec- 
ords of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, covering 
the period from January 9, 1905, to January 8, 1906. 

All the records in the cash book, journal and ledger were 
proven correct. The cash balances as shown in the hands of 
your Secretary and Treasurer were checked and proven correct; 
also the Bonds of the Board amounting to $30, 200. 

Vouchers, properly approved by the Finance and Real 
Estate Committees, were presented for all cash payments. 

We also certify that the foregoing report is correct in accord- 
ance with the records audited.

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At the close of the fiscal year ended on the 8th day of Jan- 
uary, 1906, there were no bills outstanding. Cash on hand, as 
per financial statement hereinbefore submitted, exclusive of 
$16,803.20 standing to the credit of the Board on the books of 
the telegraph companies, was $170,221.86. In addition, the 
Board has $30, 200 of Board of Trade 4 per cent bonds stand- 
ing at par value. This is merely an investment and not a can- 
cellation of the bonds. At the close of the fiscal year the 9th 
of January, 1905, the amount of cash on hand, exclusive of the 
amount in the hands of telegraph companies, was $150,499.18, 
or $11,722.68 less than the amount brought down at the close 
of the fiscal year, January 8, 1906. At the close of the fiscal 
year ended on January 4, 1904, cash on hand amounted to $47,- 
274.71; on the 5th day of January, 1903, $19,411.82, on the 
6th day of January, 1902, $10,815.04. 

The bonded indebtedness of the Board is $1,240,000, due in 
the year 1927, bearing 4 per cent interest, payable on the first 
day of June and the first day of December of each year. 

% REAL ESTATE. 

Disbursements on real estate account, exclusive of construc- 
tion, interest and insurance, amouted to $57,179.76, as against 
$59,637.08 expended during the preceding fiscal year, and $66,- 
047.43 during the year ended January 4, 1904. 

The amount expended for construction during the year last 
past was $13,966. 12. 

The total amount of expenditures, including construction, 
amounted to $72,532.94. 

Deducting the amount expended for construction, the ex- 
penditures, including insurance, amounted to $58,566.82, as 
against $60,902.62 for like expenditures during the year 1904. 

Amount received from rentals, janitor service and electric 
lights, $134,688.37, as against $135,539.48 received during the 
preceding fiscal year, and $133,319.09 received during the fiscal 
year ended January 4, 1904, and $129,253.59 received during 
the fiscal year ended January 5, 1903. 

Under the city ordinance limiting the Board to 100 pounds 
pressure for steam boilers, it was necessary to rebuild one of our 
old engines and to purchase a new one. 
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We have installed one new passenger elevator and have three 
others nearly completed. 

The basement of the building heretofore bringing no revenue 
to the Board has been made available by renting a large space 
for a restaurant at a good rental. The alterations necessary for 
its use as which was paid by the Lakota Catering Co. 

The pro rata amount assessed by the Board of Directors to 
meet the ordinary expenditures of the Association for the ensu- 
ing year is $50. 

The membership of the Board on the 9th day of January, 
1906, numbered 1,774. 

The number of memberships transferred during the year was 
162, yielding $4,050. 

There were five memberships retired during the year, and on 
account of same was paid $14,900. 

The following members were expelled from the Board: Earl 
H. Prince, Amos G. McCampbell, £. A. Rang, Abraham Lazerus 
and Harry F. Maydwell. 

The clearances of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade 
of the City.of Chicago during the fiscal year last passed amounted 
to $56,749,345.50 and balances $19, 369, 1 68 .01, as against $99,- 
101,957.50 and $31,999,278.69, respectively, during the fiscal 
year ended January 9, 1905. 

GRAIN SAMPLING AND SEED INSPECTION 

DEPARTMENT. 

The Grain Sampling and Seed Inspection Department has 
more than justified its establishment. It has received the en- 
dorsement and commendation not only of the members of the 
Board, but also of grain dealers generally, both east and west. 
One of the most important features of this department is its co- 
operation with the State Grain Inspection Department, with the 
object of securing a greater uniformity in the inspection of grain, 
and of conferring, as it might seem desirable, with the Chief 
Inspector of Grain in view of correcting any inaccuracies or irreg- 
ularities in the inspection of grain that may be brought to the 
attention of the department. The State Grain Inspection De- 
partment has acted in harmony with the Board, and as a conse- 
quence, the inspection of grain in this market is more uniform 
and reliable than before. 
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During the year the department has sampled 78,097 cars of 
grain and 19,693,590 bushels for lake shipment. 

WEIGHING DEPARTMENT. 

The Weighing Department has maintained its reputation for 
efficiency and reliability. It still stands at the head of the grain 
weighing departments of the United States. Our Weighmaster, 
Mr. H. A. Foss, has frequently been called upon to inaugurate 
his system of weighing in other markets. The high standing of 
the department is owing to the fidelity and accuracy with which 
its entire work, even to the minutest detail, is performed. The 
certificates of the department are relied upon without question 
in both domestic and foreign markets. Its reputation, there- 
fore, is not only national but international. The number of 
cars weighed during the year was 321,615; the number of 
bushels weighed to and from vessels was 79,966, 33 1 ; the number 
of bags of seed weighed was 33,748. The department is now 
weighing at all Chicago elevators. The total quantity of grain 
weighed by the department was 450,000,000 bushels, of which 
370,000,000 were transported by cars and the balance by lake 
craft. This shows a net increase of 14,910,770 bushels in 
vessel trade for the year, and a net increase of 41,925 in the 
number of cars weighed. 

TRANSPORTATION DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Transportation Department abundantly 
justifies its organization and continuance. 

Its results for the year may be summarized as follows: 

The first result accomplished was the restoration of Chicago 
as a basing point. On the 6th of February, 1905, the so-called 
Mississippi River prorate to seaboard territory was abolished and 
all grain rates were made on Chicago. This not only did away 
with the necessity of tying up funds in excess of freight charges, 
amounting in some individual cases from $50,000 to $80,000 at 
a time and which was a burden on the trade generally, but it 
also removed the cause of other evils which were the outgrowth 
of the former basis of adjustment. 

Rates from Minneapolis and the Northwest, which were 
formerly ic to 4#c per 100 lbs. against Chicago, were equitably 
adjusted by change in the rate schedule to both Chicago and 
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Minneapolis, also to Duluth and Gladstone, likewise rates out 
of Minneapolis. 

This was accomplished, with the co-operation of the Min- 
neapolis Chamber of Commerce, after a period of negotiation 
with interested railways lasting some months, and effective July 
17, 1905, an adjustment was agreed to that placed this market 
on an equality in the Northwest. There is now no discrimination 
against the Chicago gateway from this territory on through 
business from the country direct or from and via Minneapolis, all 
rail. There has also been accorded us transit privileges from 
Minneapolis. 

ILLINOIS MATTERS. 

A number of changes in rates and methods have been 
obtained from the railways, some of which while possibly of 
minor importance, yet in the aggregate are of value to the trade. 

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad formerly charged a 
penalty of one cent per 100 lbs. in its through tariffs to the 
East on grain routed via Chicago. This premium was removed 
in May last, placing Chicago on a parity with interior junctions. 
The one cent per 100 lbs. in excess of the local rate charged by 
this road on all grain going into transit account, making an 
additional and unnecessary investment until the grain could be 
cleared, was removed January 2, 1906. 

Through export rates from Illinois Central and Chicago & 
Alton, in lieu of applying the domestic basis on export grain, 
were reinstated. 

The application of all-rail earnings instead of full local rates 
up to Chicago on grain cleared by lake, and the removal of the 
penalty charge from Chicago & Alton stations on grain for transit, 
were changes for the better granted by the roads named. 

RECONSIGNING CHARGE. 

All receivers are familiar with this charge which, one road at 
a time, is being gradually eliminated. Some of the lines have 
voluntarily canceled it within the last two or three years, and 
within the past four months we have induced four other roads 
to abolish the practice, leaving only two lines at this writing 
who are assessing the tax. 
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RATES TO SOUTHEASTERN TERRITORY. 

At present, through a peculiar view taken by southern lines, 
this market is prohibited, unless at a penalty of from 4^ to 6 
cents per 100 lbs., from competing with our neighbors in 
handling Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Dakotas grain in the 
southeastern market; in fact, this embargo also obtains on Illi- 
nois grain moving through Chicago. 

The justification for this discrimination, malicious in charac- 
ter if not in intent, so far has not been made clear. Efforts to 
remove the discrimination, which from expressions of opinion 
and in some cases of intentions by certain railway interests 
involved, have not been in vain and point to a satisfactory solu- 
tion placing Chicago in position to compete in its own natural 
territory. 

Changes in the south preliminary to those necessary north of 
the Ohio River have been made, furnishing a base from which 
we can work. 

SUMMARY. 

In our efforts with the railways to remove these irregularities, 
in some cases necessitating an almost complete change of rate 
schedules, we have aimed to make our work constructive rather 
than destructive; to accomplish the greatest good with the least 
sacrifice, having in mind the rights of competing sections and 
the obligations of carriers thereto. 

We have been met in a broad spirit by the transportation 
companies in the discussion of the matters brought before them. 
Results have been obtained by mutual concessions and not by 
drastic means. While opinions differ, as they have and always 
will, as to the most effective methods, we have seen no differ- 
ences strong enough to discourage in the work before us. 

All of these questions and more yet unsolved are but parts of 
the main idea in view — to make Chicago a basing point in fact 
instead of in theory. 

Many other matters have been handled by the department, 
but only those of leading interest have been presented. 

LEGAL DEPARTMENT. 

The present year closes an unusually active and important 
period in our legal affairs. Despite the failure of prior similar 
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efforts, this Board, about six years ago, at the suggestion of its 
attorney, embarked upon a new plan to deprive the bucketshops 
of our quotations. This consisted in establishing in law a prop- 
erty right in our quotations and securing the protection thereof 
from purloiners through writs of injunction. It also contem- 
plated making the quotations a source of substantial revenue. 

At that time the Western Union and Postal Telegraph Com- 
panies were, under licenses from this Board and without charge, 
collecting the quotations upon our exchange floor, and there 
were then outstanding four injunctions, which in effect restrained 
the Board from ousting them. As soon as our plan was dis- 
closed, three more like injunctions were added. By July i, 
1900, we had succeeded in dissolving these, and in dispossessing 
the telegraph companies, and were, through our own employes, 
collecting the quotations. Contracts denying the quotations to 
bucketshops were then demanded by the Board from the tele- 
graph companies. The two larger telegraph companies refused 
to sign such a contract, and on August 1, 1900, ceased to dis- 
tribute the quotation. Finding, however, that this Board was 
in earnest, they finally did so, and on April 15, 1901, resumed 
the distribution of our quotations, and thereafter gave them only 
to such applicants as this Board, after investigation, found not 
to be bucketshops. 

The bucketshops, not being able to obtain them from the 
telegraph companies, then began stealing the quotations, and 
thereby an illicit trade therein arose. 

To stop this the Board commenced numerous suits in the 
Federal Courts of the Central West. In defense of these suits 
the bucketshops not only denied the existence of any property 
right in the quotations and the right of the courts to protect it 
by injunction, but attacked the legality of our transactions, out 
of which the quotations arose. This gave rise, especially upon 
the last question, to a marked conflict of decisions by the differ- 
ent Federal Courts. 

Thereupon the United States Supreme Court ordered two of 
these cases before it for review. Its decision last May was a 
sweeping and far-reaching one in our favor. It established not 
only the legality of our future or time-trading, our clearing house, 
and our system of settlement by off-set or "ringing," but also 
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decided that our quotations were a species of property which 
should be protected by injunctions. It also affirmed the legality 
of our contracts with the telegraph companies respecting the 
quotations which had been attacked as an illegal restraint upon 
trade. 

This litigation comprised thirteen suits by bucketshops 
against our Board or the telegraph companies distributing our 
quotations, and twenty-six suits brought by our Board against 
purloiners of our quotations. This litigation has been in twenty- 
five different courts and in thirteen cities in ten different states. 

All of these cases have been finally disposed of, except seven, 
which are still pending. In none of these cases has the Board 
lost. The cases still pending will ultimately, without much 
further expense, be decided in favor of the Board. 

In these cases permanent injunctions have already been issued 
in favor of the Board against 179 persons, and temporary 
injunctions, in cases still pending, against 18 persons, restrain- 
ing them, either as principal or agent, or as an officer of any 
corporation, from obtaining or using our quotations or any of 
them, or having a telegraph or other wire running into his or its 
office over which our quotations are passing, and from aiding or 
abetting, directly or indirectly, any other person in so doing, 
unless the persons thus enjoined, or their principal or corpora- 
tion, shall have first lawfully acquired the quotations in the 
manner provided by our contract with the telegraph companies 
distributing them. The names of those thus permanently 
enjoined are ;

Our legal expenses in this litigation, including court costs, 
stenographers, printing, etc., fees of our regular attorney, and 
of sundry lawyers necessarily employed as local counsel in other 
cities, for these six years have aggregated $87,354.00, or an 
average of $14,559.00 per year. 

The total revenue of the Board of Trade from its quota- 
tions since April 15, 1901 (including $16,000.00 still in the hands 
of the telegraph companies), aggregates $191,519.54* Our 
revenue from the quotations at the present time is about 
$40,000.00 per year. 

As a result of this litigation, we are now in a position to 
obtain, at comparatively small expense, injunctions against any 
one found to be using our quotations without our approval. In 
other words, the plan inaugurated by the Board nearly six years 
ago has received the judicial sanction of the highest court in the 
land, and has been demonstrated to be a practical one to control 
our quotations, as well as to derive a large revenue therefrom. 

During these six years we have also emerged successfully 
from other very important litigation, involving the charter 
powers of our Board. 

During that period a rule has been adopted (and enforced) 
providing minimum rates of commissions, and for the expulsion 
of any member violating it. A member was expelled under it 
and appealed to the court to reinstate him upon the ground that 
this rule was illegal because a restraint upon trade. The Circuit 
Court (Judge Baker) upheld the validity of this rule, and our 
charter power to pass it, and this was affirmed in the Appellate 
Court in a decision, which, we believe, places our commission 
rule beyond danger of further attack. 

In 1902 a large number of injunction suits were brought 
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against the President of the Board and others to enjoin the 
signing down of margins upon the ground that the part of the 
margin rule which compels parties, in case of dispute, to accept 
the decision of the margin committee, was illegal and beyond 
the charter power of the Board to enact. The Superior Court 
(Judge Chytraus) so decided, as did the Appellate Court (Judges 
Ball, Adams and Windes). But upon appeal, the Supreme 
Court of Illinois last October upheld in the broadest terms the 
validity of this rule and this charter power of the Board. 

During these years the following members, Frank D. 
Riordan, Arthur R. Jones, Michael J. Ryan, Portus B. Weare, 
Charles A. Weare, William E. Dodson, William E. McHenry, 
and Louis G. Bostedo, have applied to the courts to prevent 
being disciplined, or seeking reinstatement, but in all these cases 
the right of this Board to discipline its members for violation of 
its rules has been upheld. Appeals have been taken by 
McHenry, Dodson and Bostedo, and are now pending in the 
Appellate Court. 

Sundry other suits of lesser importance, such as actions for 
damages brought by expelled members against directors, credit- 
ors' bills to reach memberships, etc., have been disposed of 
favorably to the Board. 

Our only reverse during these years was in the appeal of 
the Weare Commission Company case to the Supreme Court, in 
which we sought to have that court recall its early decision in 
the Soby case in 1890, to the effect that the Illinois bucketshop 
statute was intended to include offices of our members, or of 
correspondents of our members. In this we were unsuccessful, 
and we should continue our efforts to correct this injustice by 
legislation. 

The litigation now pending consists of the three appeals by 
Bostedo, Dodson and McHenry, above referred to, and six suits 
brought by the Board (at Cincinnati, Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis 
and Minneapolis) against purloiners of its quotations. 

There are also pending five bills, in the nature of creditors' 
suits, against members of, and, this Board, with a view to reach- 
ing their memberships. 

There are also two actions brought by Charles Waite and 
Robert H. Thorburn, respectively, against the former directors 
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of this Board, for damages claimed by reason of the action of 
our directors. 

Also a suit brought by Emma Taylor against the Board of 
Trade and others for damages for alleged malicious prosecution 
in a criminal suit. 

The Quotation Department of the Board evolved by the 
plan instituted for the purpose of controlling our quotations is a 
source of substantial profit to the Board and will undoubtedly 
continue so to be. 

The report of the Legal Department sets forth in detail the 
history of the Board's litigation for about six years and presents 
an exceptional and a gratifying showing. The charter of the 
Board and its rules and regulations have received the sanction 
of the highest courts of the land, 

The financial condition of the Board, as shown by its 
detailed financial statement, is exceedingly satisfactory. 

The Board of Directors recommends that it be authorized 
to cancel the bonds now in its possession and also to purchase at 
its discretion, during the coming year, further bonds of the 
Board, and to cancel the same, thus reducing our bonded 
indebtedness and the annual amount paid for interest. We 
believe that such a course is founded upon sound business prin- 
ciples ; and that every year an appropriation out of the revenues 
of the Board should be made for the reduction of its bonded 
indebtedness. 

It is the pleasure of the directory to announce the success- 
ful culmination of its vital legal questions that were pending, as 
shown in the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
establishing the Board's right to its quotations and in denying 
them to objectionable parties ; and also its right to maintain 
injunctions against those persons or concerns using such quota- 
tions for illegitimate purposes, such concerns being known as 
bucketshops. This important decision maintains the legality of 
our system of trading for future delivery, mode of settlement by 
offset as provided under our rules and of the Clearing House of 
the Board. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Illinois upholds the margin rule of the Board and the procedure 
for the endorsement of margins in case of dispute as set forth 
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in said rule. The Board of Trade occupies a standing in the 
courts which renders it unnecessary to expend large sums of 
money for legal expenses in the future. 

Among those who have passed away during the year was 
Charles D. Hamill, President of the Board during the eventful 
years in the history of the Association of 1892 and 1893. ^ 
was during those years that the persistent attempt was made to 
pass the Hatch and Washburn bills that sought to overthrow the 
system of buying and selling for future delivery, which has since 
been upheld by the Supreme Court of the United States. 
Largely by Mr. Hamill's tact and influence the disaster which 
those measures threatened was averted. 

Mr. Hamill was a prominent merchant, Director of the Art 
Institute, a Trustee of the Chicago Orchestra, and served this 
Board as its accomplished President, endearing himself in a 
special sense to the officers and members of this Association by 
his unswerving integrity, his unfailing courtesy, his wise counsel 
— all adorned by a rare and charming personality. 

The list also includes the name of Lewis B. Mitchell. 

Major Mitchell served with distinction and gallantry in the 
great war for the preservation of the Union, and he leaves 
behind him a record both as a soldier and a civilian that reflects 
honor upon his country. He was richly endowed with a native 
refinement of manner and of speech ; cordial and courteous in 
his bearing; charitable in his judgment of his fellowmen ; modest 
in his demeanor, and always loyal to justice and uprightness in 
public and in private life. 

The Board mourns his loss and records his name among the 
names of its heroes who in the dark days bravely fought under 
the flag of the Republic.

Rules governing the inspection of Grain, in the City of Chicago, State of Itttwrus- 

The following are the rules adopted by the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners establishing a proper number and standard of grades for the 
inspection of grain, as revised by them; the same to take effect on and after 
March 10, 1906, in lieu of all rules on the same subject heretofore existing:

RULE I.-WINTER WHEAT.

No. 3 white winter wheat shall include white winter wheat or 
red and white mixed, not clean and plump enough for No. 2, but 
weighing not less than 54 pounds to the measured bushel.

No. 3 red winter wheat shall include red winter wheat not clean 
and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than 54 pounds 
to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 red winter wheat shall include red winter wheat, damp, 
musty or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it unfit for 
No. 3. 

Red winter wheat containing a mixture not exceeding five per 
cent of white winter wheat shall be classed as red winter wheat 

Red winter wheat containing more than five per cent of white 
winter wheat shall be graded according to the quality thereof and 
classed as white winter wheat. 

No. 1 hard winter wheat shall be hard winter wheat of both light 
and dark colors; sound, plump and well cleaned and of the varieties 
known as hard winter wheat- 
No. 2 hard winter wheat shall be hard winter wheat of both light 
and dark colors, sound and reasonably clean and of the varieties 
known as hard winter wheat. 

No. 3 hard winter wheat shall include hard winter wheat not 
clean and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than 54 
pounds to the measured bushel, and to be of the varieties known as 
hard winter wheat. 
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No. 4 hard winter wheat shall include hard winter wheat, damp, No. 4. 
musty, or from any other cause so badly damaged as to render it 
unfit for No. 3, and shall be of the varieties known as hard winter 
wheat. 

In case of mixture of hard winter wheat with red winter wheat Mixture, 
it shall be graded according: to the quality thereof and classed as 
hard winter wheat. 

RULE II.— PACIFIC WHEAT. 

No. 1 Pacific white wheat shall be sound, dry, plump, well cleaned No. l. 
and free from smut and smut balls. Paclflc white - 

No. 2 Pacific white wheat shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, No. s. 
reasonably free from other grain and smut and smut balls- 
No. 3 Pacific white wheat shall include wheat not plump, sound No - 3 - 
and clean enough for No. 2, and testing not less than 54 pounds to 
the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Pacific white wheat shall include all Pacific white wheat No. 4. 
that is damp, musty, smutty or otherwise so damaged as to render 
it unfit for No. 3. 

No. 1 Pacific red wheat shall be sound, dry, plump, well cleaned Pacific red. 
and free from smut and smut balls. No< *' 

No. 2 Pacific red wheat shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, rea- No. 2. 
sonably free from other grain and smut and smut balls. 

No. 3 Pacific red wheat shall include wheat not plump, sound and No. 3. 
clean enough for No. 2, and testing not less than 54 pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 4 Pacific red wheat shall include all Pacific red wheat that No. 4. 
is damp, musty, smutty or otherwise so damaged as to render it 
unfit for No. 3. 

Note— The grades of Pacific white and Pacific red wheat are to 
include such wheats as are grown in the extreme North-west and on 
the Pacific slope from either spring or winter seeding. 

RULE III. -SPRING WHEAT. 

No. 1 Northern spring wheat must be northern grown spring Northern 
wheat, sound and reasonably clean and of good milling quality, and SR5? if' 
must contain not less than 50 per cent of the hard varieties of spring 
wheat. 

No. 2 northern spring wheat must be northern grown spring No. 2. 
wheat, not clean enough or sound enough for No. 1, and must con- 8prlDgr * 
tain not less than 50 per cent, of the hard varieties of spring wheat. 

No. 1 spring wheat shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. No. l. 

No. 2 spring wheat shall be sound, reasonably clean and of good No. & 
milling quality. 

No. 3 spring wheat shall include all inferior, shrunken or dirty No. a. 
spring wheat, weighing not less than 53 pounds to the measured 
bushel.

RULE IV.— MIXED WHEAT. 

The grades of Nos. 2, 3 and 4 mixed wheat shall be equal in qual- 
ity to the grades of Nos. 2, 3 and 4 red winter wheat, except that 
they shall include mixtures of spring and winter wheat. 
RULE V— DURUM (MACARONI) WHEAT. 

No. 1 durum shall be bright, sound and well cleaned, and be 
composed of durum— commonly known as macaroni wheat. 

No. 2 durum wheat shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, may be 
slightly bleached or shrunken, but not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 durum wheat shall include all wheat that is bleached, 
smutty or for any other cause unfit for No. 2. 

No. 4 durum wheat shall include all wheat that is very smutty, 
badly bleached and grown, or for any other cause unfit for No. 3. 

In case of admixture of durum wheat with wheat of other 
varieties it shall be graded according to the quality thereof, and 
classed as Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 mixed durum wheat, with inspector's 
notation describing its character. 

RULE VI.— UNCLEAN ED SPRING WHEAT. 
The department will, in addition to the grading of spring wheat 
under Rule 3, give dockage and grade if clean.

No. I yellow corn shall be yellow, sound, dry, plump and well 
cleaned.

Mixture. In case of admixture of Bay brewing barley with barley of other 

grades, it shall be graded according to the quality thereof and 
classed as 1-2-8 Bay brewing mixed barley.

RULE XL— NEW. 

The word "new" shall be inserted in each certificate of inspec- 
tion of a newly harvested crop of oats until the fifteenth day of 
August; of rye, until the first day of September; of wheat, until the 
first day of November, and of barley until the first day of Novem- 
ber of each year. 
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This change shall oe construed as establishing new grades for the 
times specified, to conform to the existiog grades of grain in all par- 
ticulars, excepting the distinctions hereby established between the 
new and the old crop, and shall apply to grain inspected from store 
for two months after the times respectively above specified. 

RULE XII.— HEATING. 

All grain that is wet, or in a heating condition, or grain con- 
taining weevil or wild onions, or grain that is burnt and smoky, 
or otherwise unfit for warehouses, shall not be graded. 

RULE XIII.— REASONS. 

All inspectors shall make their reasons for grading grain, when 
necessary, fully known by notations on their books. The weight 
alone shall not determine the grade. 

RULE XIV.— TEST WEIGHT. 

All inspectors must ascertain the weight per measured bushel 
of each lot of wheat inspected by them and report the same in their 

books.

Extracts from the tides adopted by the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners for 
the administration of the departments of grain inspection and warehouse registration in 
the city of Chicago in force from and after December J, 1887. 

"Eoacle^"or " The S8k ^ Chief Inspector, and all persons inspecting grain under 
"Scoured" his direction, shall in no case make the grade of the grain above that 
grain. j tne poorest quality found in any lot of grain inspected, when it 

has evidently been "plugged," or otherwise improperly " loaded," 
for the purpose of deception. Wheat which has been subjected to 
''scouring," or to some process equivalent thereto, shall not be 
graded higher than No. 3." 

Attempts at "All persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly 

interference, report to the Chief Inspector, in writing, all attempts to defraud the 

system of grain inspection established by law, and all instances 

where warehousemen shall deliver, or attempt to deliver, grain of a 

lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt." 

" They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of re- 
ceivers or shippers of grain, or any other person interested therein, to 
instruct, or in any improper way to influence the action or opinion 
of any inspector in the discharge of his duty; and the Chief Inspector 
shall report all such cases to the Commission." 

Extracts from the Laws of IUinois, Revised Statutes, Chapter ilf, 
Section 152. 

"Any duly authorized Inspector of Grain who shall be guilty of 
neglect of duty, or who shall knowingly or carelessly inspect or grade 
any grain improperly, or who shall accept any money or other con- 
sideration, directly or indirectly, for any neglect of duty, or the im- 
proper performance of any duty, as such Inspector of Grain, and any 
person who shall improperly influence any Inspector of Grain in tbe 
performance of his duties as such Inspector, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be fined in a sum of not 
less than $100, nor more than $1,000, in the discretion of the Court, 
or shall be imprisoned in the county jail not less than three, nor more 
than twelve months, or both, in the discretion of the Court."

Board of Trade, Chicago. 



Be U enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in the 
General Assembly: 

Section 1. That the persons now composing the Board of Trade {jgj " 1 * 
of the City of Chicago, are hereby created a body politic and cor- 
porate, under the name and style of the u Board of Trade of the 
City of Chicago," and by that name may sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded, receive and hold property and effects, real and per- 
sonal, by gift, devise or purchase, and dispose of the same by sale, 
lease, or otherwise (said property so held not to exceed at any time Limit of 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars); may have a common seal, SSIF* 7 ' 
and alter the same from time to time; and make such Rules, Regu- Powepto 
lations and By-Laws from time to time as they may think proper or Sg^^T 16 * 
necessary for the government of the corporation hereby created, not aufny-Liiwa. 
contrary to the laws of the land. 

Sec. 2. That the Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the said Present Rules, 
existing Board of Trade shall be the Rules and By-Laws of the cor- uTbt^mIi 
poration hereby created, until the same shall be regularly repealed Sntu aSy 
or altered; and that the present officers of said Association, known ok* ** 1 - 
as the " Board of Trade of the City of Chicago," shall be the officers 
of the corporation hereby created, until their respective offices shall 
regularly expire or be vacated, or until the election of new officers 
according to the provisions hereof. 

Sec. 8. The officers shall consist of a President, one or more omoers.

prescribed in the By-Laws or Rules of said corporation. Said bonds 
shall be made payable and conditioned as prescribed by the Rules or 
By-Laws of said corporation, and may be sued and the moneys col- 
lected and held for the use of the party injured, or such other use as 
may be determined upon by said corporation. 

Sbc. 10. Said corporation shall have power to appoint one oi 
more persons, as they may see fit, to examine, measure, weigh, gauge, 
or inspect flour, grain, provisions, liquor, lumber, or any other arti- 
cles of produce or traffic commonly dealt in by the members of said 
corporation ; and the certificate of such person or inspector as to the 
quality or quantity of any such article, or their brand or mark upon 
it, or upon any package containing such article, shall be evidence 
between buyer and seller of the quantity, grade or quality of the 
same, and shall be binding upon the members of said corporation, or 
others interested, and requiring or assenting to the employment of 
such weighers, measurers, gangers, or inspectors ; nothing herein 
contained, however, shall compel the employment, by any one, of any 
such appointee. 

Sbc. 11. Said corporation may inflict fines upon any of its mem- 
bers, and collect the same, for breach of its Rules, Regulations, or 
By-Laws ; but no fine shall exceed five dollars. Such fines may be 
collected by action of debt, before a justice of the peace, in the 
of the corporation. 



Sec. 12. Said corporation shall have no power or authority to 
do or carry on any business excepting such as is usual in the man- 
agement of boards of trade or chambers of commerce, or as provided 
in the foregoing sections of this bill.

RULES AND BY-LAWS 



Board of Trade of the City of Chicago. 



IN FORCE MAY 3, 1906 



OBJECTS. 



The objects of the Association are: To maintain a Commercial Pnambi*. 
Exchange; to promote uniformity in the customs and usages of 
merchants ; to inculcate principles of justice and equity in trade ; to 
facilitate the speedy adjustment of business disputes ; to acquire and 
to disseminate valuable commercial and economic information ; and, 
generally, to secure to its members the benefits of cooperation in the 
furtherance of their legitimate pursuits. 

In accordance with the franchises conferred by its Charter, and 
to accomplish the objects sought by the Association in its organiza- 
tion, 

The Board of Trade of the City of Chicago has adopted, 
for its direction and government, the following Rules and By-Laws: 
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RULE I. 
QOVXBNMENT AND ELECTIONS. 

Section 1. The government of the Board of Trade of the City 
of Chicago, and the control and management of its Real Estate 
(including all of the authority and power heretofore vested in the 
Board of Real Estate Managers), are hereby vested in a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, and fifteen Directors, who, including the Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents, shall be known as the Board of Directors, 
all of whom shall have been members of the Association for at least 
one year next preceding their election. The President, one Vice- 
President, and five Directors shall be elected annually. The Presi- 
dent shall hold his office for the term of one year, or until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified; the Vice-Presidents, in like manner, 
shall hold their offices for the term of two years, and the Directors, 
in like manner, for the term of three years. Ten members of the 
Board of Directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but a less number may adjourn from time to time, to any 
fixed date preceding the next regular meeting of said Board. 

Sec. 2. There shall also be elected by the members of the Asso- 
ciation a Committee of Arbitration and a Committee of Appeals, con- 
sisting of ten members each, who shall hold their respective offices 
for the period of two years. Five members of each committee shall 
be elected annually. The qualifications for election to either of 
these committees shall be the same as for the office of Director. No 
person shall, at the same time, be a member of both committees. 

Sac. 8. The annual election for all elective officers not other- 
wise provided for, shall be held in the Exchange Hall on the first 
Monday after the second day of January in each year, between the 
hours of ten o'clock A. M. and two o'clock P. M., and all voting 
shall be by the Australian Ballot. The official term of all officers 
shall commence on the Monday succeeding their election. 

Seo. 4. For President and Vice-Presidents, a majority of all the 
votes cast shall be necessary to a choice; but for all other elective 
officers a plurality shall elect. 

Seo. 5. In case of failure to elect any officer voted for on the first 
trial, another election, in like manner, shall be held on the succeed- 
ing day, and if there shall again be a failure to elect, then, upon a 
third trial, held in like manner, on the day following, a plurality

Sec 6. If from any cause an election of officers is not had at 
the regular annual election, or in case of the death, resignation, or 
removal of the President, either of the Vice-Presidents, Directors, 
or members of either of the Committees of Arbitration or Appeals, it 
shall be in the power of the Association to fill such vacancies for 
the remainder of the official term at any regular or special election 
thereafter; provided, notice of said special election shall have been 
announced on 'Change at least three days immediately preceding 
such election.

RULE II. 

DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to act as gen- BzecnttT* 
eral executive officer of the Association and of the Board of Direct- p0W9n * 
ore, respectively; to preside at all meetings of either of these ToM(Mpie . 
bodies, and to direct the proceedings of each in accordance with the ■w^^flw- 
Boles, By-Laws and Bules of Order governing the same; he shall 
have power to call special meetings of the Board of Directors and of to oaiispeouu 
the Association; and upon the written request of twenty-five mem- me8ttafl - 
bers, he shall call special meetings of the Association, which shall be

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the President to preserve order to m*Mm 
and proper business decorum in the Exchange and other rooms of the ° 
Association, and in the corridors, halls, entrances and other parts of 
the building of the Association; and, in case any member, or other 
person, shall be guilt of any disorderly, boisterous or offensive con- 
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duct In or about the Exchange or other rooms of the Association, or 
in or about the corridors, halls, entrances or other parts of the build- 
ing of the Association, he shall be for that offense suspended from 
admission to the Exchange rooms of the Association for such time as 
may be determined by the President, subject, however, to appeal to 
the Board of Directors; but pending such appeal the suspension 
shall not be enforced. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the President to temporarily fill 
any vacancy which may occur in any appointive office of the Asso- 
ciation, and to appoint all committees whose appointment is not 
otherwise provided for. 

RULE III. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS — DUTIES. 

Section 1. The Vice-President serving upon the last year of 
his official term shall be the first Vice-President, and the Vice- 
President serving upon the first year of his official term shall be the 
second Vice-President. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President!, 
respectively, in this order, to perform the duties of President, in 
case of his absence or disability. 

RULE IV. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

Section 1. All the business and financial concerns of the Asso- 
ciation shall be managed and conducted (in accordance with the 
Charter, Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the Association) by or 
under the direction of the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall, on the Tuesday succeed- 
ing each annual election, or as soon thereafter as may be practicable, 
appoint a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, a Treasurer and such 
Inspectors, Gaugers, Weighers, Measurers, and other officers, clerks, 
assistants and employes as they may consider necessary for the pur- 
poses of the Association, and they may establish such regulations for 
the direction and government of such appointees as they may think 
proper; and may fix their compensation, and determine by whom the 
same shall be paid- The term of office of all such appointees shall 
commence on the Tuesday succeeding their appointment, or at such 
other time as the Board of Directors may designate, and shall con- 
tinue for one year, or until their successors are appointed and 
assume their duties; but all such appointments shall be revocable 
at the will and pleasure of said Board. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall require of all appointees an 
oath to well and faithfully perform all and singular the duties of 
their offices, and may at its discretion require a good and sufficient 
bond to secure such performance. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors shall hold stated meetings every 
Tuesday, except when Tuesday shall fall upon a legal holiday, in 
which case the meeting for that day may be omitted. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Directors shall cause to be announced on 
'Change all appointments of public concern which they shall make, 
and all revocations of the same; and at every annual meeting they 
shall make a full report of receipts and expenditures, properly clas- 
sified, and an exhibit of the financial affairs, property and general 
condition of the Association. They shall, previous to the annual 
meeting of the Association, assess on each of the members of the 
Association an amount which, in their judgment, will be sufficient, 
In the aggregate, to meet all estimated expenditures of the Associa- 
tion for the ensuing fiscal year, and they shall, at the annual meetings 
report to the Association the pro rata amount so assessed.

tion in or upon any bucketshop or any so-called exchange, wherein

the commodities dealt in upon the Exchange of this Association, 
without imposing and enforcing prohibitions upon the use of such 
quotations in bucketshops, such as are imposed by this Association 
upon its quotations, shall, upon complaint to, and conviction 
thereof by the Board of Directors, be expelled from membership in 
this Association. 
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All orders received by any member of this Association, firm or 
corporation doing business upon the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago, to buy or sell for future delivery any of the articles or 
commodities dealt in upon the floor of the Exchange (except when 
in exchange for cash property) must be executed in uie open market in 
the Exchange Hall during the hours of regular trading, and under 
no circumstances shall any member, firm or corporation assume to 
have executed any of such orders or any portion thereof by taking 
the trades, or any portion of any of them, for their own account, 
either directly or indirectly, in their own name or that of an 
employe, broker or other member of the Association. Any member 
convicted of violation of this rule by the Board of Directors shall 
be expelled. 

When any member, or any firm of which a member of this 
Association is a member, or any corporation of which a member is an 
officer, whether acting as principal or as agent, shall either directly 
or indirectly make or execute, or cause or permit to be forwarded for 
execution, upon any exchange or board of trade located outside of 
the City of Chicago, an order for a so-called "put" or "call," or for 
any contract respecting the purchase or sale of grain or provisions 
for future delivery, when by the rules, regulations, customs or

tion, and upon conviction thereof he shall be expelled. 

Sec. 9. When any member of the Association shall be guilty 
of a willful violation of any business contract or obligation and shall 
neglect or refuse to equitably and satisfactorily adjust and settle 
the same, or when any member shall willfully neglect or refuse to 
comply promptly with the award of any committee of arbitration or 
committee of appeals, rendered in conformity with the rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws of the Association, he shall be suspended from 
all the privileges of this Association until such contract or obliga- 
tion is satisfactorily adjusted and settled, or such award is per- 
formed or complied with. 

When any member shall be guilty of improper conduct of a per- 
sonal character in any of the rooms of the Association, or shall vio- 
late any of the rules, regulations or by-laws of the Association or 
shall be guilty of any dishonorable conduct, for which a specific 
penalty has not been provided, he shall be suspended by the Board 
of Directors from all the privileges of membership for such period as 
in their discretion the gravity of the offense committed may war- 
rant When any member shall be entity of making or reporting 
any false or fictitious purchase or sale, or where any member shall 
be guilty of an act of bad faith, or any attempt at extortion or of 
any dishonest conduct, he shall be expelled by the Board of Direc- 
tors. Or when a member shall, either in the Exchange Building or 
elsewhere, contract to give to himself or another the option to sell 
or buy any of the articles dealt in on this Sxchange In violation of 
any criminal statute of this state, he shall forfeit the right to have 
said contract enforced under the rules of this Association. 

Any member suspended from the privileges of the Association 
shall not be allowed to trade or do any business upon the floor of the 
Exchange in his own name, either through a broker or employe. 
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Any member of this Association trading or offering to trade, J^^' 8 ™' 
either as a broker or employe, plying the name of a suspended mem- Kr not giren. 
ber, shall be considered as haying violated a rule of the Association, 
and shall be suspended for not less than thirty days nor more than 
six months. 

A majority of a quorum sitting at a regular or adjourned meet- voteneceMar* 
ing of the Board of Directors shall be necessary to suspend, and an J^EJJJjJi. 
affirmative vote of at least twelve members of the Board of Direo w ' 

tors shall be necessary to expel. 

Sec. 10. No member of the Association nor the firm or corpora- Bmpioree. 
tion with which he may be identified or associated shall in any case 
trade, accept or clear trades for or on behalf of any employe of 
another member, firm or corporation, where the name of the mem- 
ber, firm or corporation with whom said employe is employed 
appears in the transaction. 

Sbc. 11. No member of this Association is allowed under any 
circumstances to be both principal and agent in any transaction in 
any of the commodities dealt in under the rules of this Board. 
Furthermore, no member of this Association in any transaction in 
any of the commodities dealt in under the rules of this Board shall 
allow himself directly or indirectly, either by his own act or by the 
act of an employe or of a broker or other member of the Association, 
to be placed in the position of agent for both seller and buyer. 

This section shall not apply in case of exchange of cash property. 

Sec. 12. Upon the conviction by the Board of Directors of any penalty, 
member of the Association, firm or corporation of the violation of 
Sections 10 and 11 of this rule, he or they shall be suspended from 
all the privileges of the Association for a period of not less than one 
year, and for a second offense shall be expelled. 

Sec 13. In any investigation or trial before the Board of Direc- Failure to tee- 
tors, or before any other duly constituted committee or other tribunal {jooto/eta? 06 
of the Association, if any member who shall have been cited by the 
President, or the Chairman of any duly constituted committee or 
other tribunal of the Association to appear, testify and produce his 
books and papers, shall neglect or refuse to so appearand testify or to 
produce his books and papers, or, if testifying, shall refuse to answer 
any question which may dv a majority vote of the said Board of 
Directors, committee or other tribunal, be declared proper and per- 
tinent to the case in hearing, he shall be subject to suspension by 
the said Board of Directors from all privileges of the Association, 
for such period as said Board may determine; action under this sec- 
tion may be had on the report in writing of any such committee or 
other tribunal, in case the contempt shall occur before it It is 
hereby provided that no witness shall be compelled to answer any 
question which shall criminate himself; nor shall any testimony be 
admitted which, in the opinion of the committee or other tribunal, 
is irrelevant to the case in hearing. 

Sec. 14. A suspended member may be reinstated by a major- Reinstatement 
ity vote of a quorum of the Board of Directors. A suspended 
member shall not be reinstated during the time for which tie was 
suspended, unless it shall subsequently be proven that he was 
suspended upon false testimony, or in case satisfactory evidence is 

E resented of error in the decision of the Board of Directors as to 
is guilt of the charges upon which he was suspended, and notice of 
the application for re-hearing of all such cases must be posted upon 
the bulletin of the Exchange for one week prior to such rehearing. 
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Sec. 15. An expelled member shall not be readmitted to mem- 
bership except upon payment of the regular initiation fee and annual 
assessment, and upon satisfactory evidence that he is a fit person for 
membership in the Association,' and then onl* upon an affirmative 
vote of at least twelve members of the Board or Directors; provided, 
such vote shall be had at a regular meeting at least one week suc- 
ceeding a motion to readmit; provided, that in case it shall subse- 
quently be proven that the member was expelled on false testimony, 
or in case satisfactory evidence is presented of error in the decision 
of the Board of Directors as to his guilt of the charges upon which 
he was expelled, he may be restored to membership, as provided by 
this section, without the payment of the initiation fee. 

Notice of the application for rehearing of all such cases must 
be posted upon the bulletin board of the Exchange for one week 
prior to such rehearing. 

All charges made to the Board of Directors against any 
member of the Association for any default, misconduct, or offense, 
shall be in writing, and in duplicate, and shall state the default, 
misconduct or offense charged ; and the same shall be signed by one 
or more members of the Association, by a business firm, one or more 
of whose members shall be a member of the Association, or by the 
Chairman of a committee of the Association. 

Sec. 17. No member shall be censured, suspended or expelled 
under this Rule, without an examination of the charges against Mm 
by the Board of Directors, nor without having an opportunity to be 
heard in his own defense. No examination shall take place until 
notice has been served on the accused member, or his firm, if the 
charges apply to the firm, accompanied by a copy of the charges 
against him or them, in writing. Such notice may be served upon 
the accused personally, by the Secretary or any of his assistants, or 
it may be left at or mailed to the accused at his ordinary place of 
business or residence ; in either of which cases the notice shall be 
considered sufficient, and the examination may proceed whether the 
accused is present or not.

Sbc. 20. When a member against whom are pending no com- ptMhuioin 
plaints or charges preferred by a member of the Association, or who 
is not under sentence of suspension, shall have been duly discharged 
from his legal responsibilities or debts by a court of bankruptcy, he 
shall not thereafter be liable to discipline on account of such obliga- 
tions; provided, the institution of proceedings in bankruptcy shall in proooadincs

office outside of the City of Chicago into which any leased wiro 
or wires, run, and every such member, firm or corporation shall, 
from time to time, whenever requested by the Secretary, report to 
him in writing the number and iocation of his, their or its said 
offices ; and upon the failure of any such member, firm or corporation 
to make such report, or to pay any of the moneys herein provided, 
such member, or members, or the officers of any such corporation 
who are members, shall be suspended by the Board of Directors 
until this rule shall have been compiled with. 

Sec. 23. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, upon the 
nomination of the President, to appoint such Standing Committees 
from their own number as they may deem necessary. The Trans- 
portation, Grain and Inspection Committees, for the purpose of hiv- 
ing the proper branches of trade represented, may be selected in part 
or wholly from the other members of the Association. All such com- 
mittees, however, shall be fully under the control of the said Board 
of Directors. The said Board of Directors shall, in like manner, 
appoint all delegates to the National Board of Trade, and all repre- 
sentatives to other deliberative gatherings in which the Association 
may be entitled to a voice, and in which it may desire a representa- 
tion; and such delegates and representatives may be appointed 
wholly or in part from the membership of the Association not mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 24. The Board of Directors may employ such legal advice 
and assistance as they may deem necessary for the purpose of the 
Association. 

Sec. 26. In case of absence or disability of the President and 
both Vice Presidents, it shall be the duty of the Board of Directors 
to elect from their number a temporary chairman, who* in addition 
to his duties as Chairman of the Board of Directors, shall also tem- 
porarily perform all other duties devolving upon the President 

Sec. 26. The Board of Directors shall have power to call special 
meetings of the Association upon such notice and for such purpose as 
they may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Asso- 
ciation shall state the specific object of such meetings, and no other 
business than that for which a special meeting was called shall be 
considered at any such meeting, except by unanimous consent 

Sec. 27. In case any member of that body shall absent 
himself from six consecutive regular meetings of the Board of 
Directors, without having been previously excused, or without 
communicating to the President, in writing, a good and sufficient 
excuse for his absence, or a resignation of his office, the Board of 
Directors shall declare the office of said Director vacant and may 
immediately order a special election by the Association to fill said 
vacancy.

capital stock authorized by its charter, the amount of said capital 
stock which has been paid in cash, and shall give a financial exhibit 
of the affairs of the corporation, which statement shall be sworn to 
by the President and Secretary thereof. Any corporation applying 
for membership in the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the 
City of Chicago may be admitted to such membership only upon 
recommendation of the Clearing House Committee, in the exercise 
of its discretion, and upon approval by at least ten affirmative bal- 
lot votes of the Board of Directors, provided that three negative 
ballot votes are not cast against such corporation. Any corporation 
which now is, or which may hereafter become a member of the 
Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, may, 
iu the discretion of the Board of Directors, be suspended from the 
privileges of such membership upon the recommendation of the 
Clearing House Committee, after a proper hearing : provided such 
recommendation is approved by at least twelve affirmative votes of 
the Board of Directors. No corporation shall be admitted to or have 
at any time the privileges of the Clearing House of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago, unless the President and Secretary 
tf such corporation shall both be members of this Association in 
good standing, and shall be the bona fide owners of a reasonable 
amount of the stock of such corporation. The Board of Directors 
shall require each and every corporation which has the privileges of 
the Clearing House of the Board of Trade to rile in the office of the 
Secretary of the Board, on or before the fifth day of January in each 
year, a statement of the affairs of such corporation upon the first 
day of said month, which statement shall show the amount of said 
capital stock which has been paid in cash, and shall give a financial 
exhibit of the affairs of the corporation, which statement shall be 
sworn to by the President and Secretary thereof. 

The Board of Directors may also require at any time during the 
year, such a statement from such corporation, and upon a petition 
asking for such statement as to any such corporation by twenty-five 
(25) members of the Association, shall require the same to be filed 
forthwith ; such statement shall be open to inspection only to mem- 
bers of the Association. 

Whenever any such statement shall show that the capital stock 
of any corporation has been impaired or reduced in fair cash value 
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below the amount named in its original application, the Board of 
Directors may, in its discretion, upon the recommendation of the 
Clearing House Committee, suspend such corporation from the 
privileges of the Clearing House, until such impairment has been 
made good; provided such recommendation is approved by at least 
ten affirmative ballots of the Board of Directors. 

No firm shall have, at any time, the privileges of the Clearing 
House of the Board of Trade, unless every member of such firm is a 
member of this Association in good standing. 

Sec. 30. The Board of Directors shall have power, in their dis- 
cretion, to allow any member in good standing to withdraw from the 
Association and surrender his privilege of membership; and the 
Board of Directors shall, in their discretion, pay such retiring mem- 
ber a sum of money not to exceed three thousand dollars, said sum 
to be taken from a special fund which shall be provided by an as- 
sessment of $26.00 on each of the members of the Association, and 
such assessment shall be due and payable on January 16th of the 
years 1904, 1906 and 1906. 

Any member desiring to withdraw from the Association shall 
file his application with the Secretary, and such application shall be 
posted upon the bulletin of the Exchange for at least ten days before 
such application is acted upon by the Board of Directors. No mem- 
ber shall be allowed to withdraw against whom any claim is filed. 

Sec. 31. When any member of this Association, knowing him- 
self, or the firm of which he is a partner, or the corporation of which 
he is President or Secretary, to be in an insolvent condition, shall 
make any contract on his own account, or on account of such firm 
Of corporation, under the rules of this Association, whereby 
pecuniary loss shall result to any other member, or to any firm or 
corporation entitled to transact business on this Exchange, he shall 
be suspended or expelled at the discretion of the Board of Directors; 
or, when any member of this Association, knowing himself, or the 
firm of which he is a partner, or the corporation of which he ii 
President or Secretary, to be in an insolvent condition, shall accept 
on his own account, or on account of any such firm or corporation, 
any money or security or securities as margins from any customer 
on any trade or trades made under the rules of this Board, whereby 
pecuniary loss shall result to the person, firm or corporation deposit* 
ing such margins, such member shall be suspended or expelled at 
the discretion of the Board of Directors. 
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EULE V. 

DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY AND ASSISTANT 

Section 1. The Secretary, under the direction and control of 
the Board of Directors, shall keep a journal of the proceedings of 
the Association; take charge of the seal, books, papers and property 
belonging to the Association; keep an account of the imports and 
exports of the city, collect and record valuable statistical informa- 
tion pertaining to the commercial, mercantile and manufacturing 
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interests of the City of Chicago, and post the same on 'Change, 
daily; and on or about the 1st of January in each year, he shall make 
to the Association a full report of the business of the city for the Annua report 
preceding year ending December 31, embracing such other infor- 
mation in his possession as may be of interest to the members. He 
shall furnish to the chairman of every special committee a copy of committee* 
the resolutions whereby such committee shall have been appointed, 
and under the direction of the President, he shall give notice of any 
meetings of the Board of Directors or of the Association. He shall 
conduct the correspondence of the Association, and read such records correependenct. 
or papers as the presiding officer may direct ; shall attend meetings Attend 
of the Committees of Arbitration of Appeals and of the Board of committee! 
Directors, and keep an official record of their proceedings, give 
notices when their services are required, issue the necessary notices 
and papers to parties, and deliver copies of all awards or findings. 
He shall credit all moneys due to the Association for assessments, concetton*. 
fines, fees or otherwise, and pay the same to the Treasurer ; shall 
keep his office open during usual business hours; shall see that the other dntiei. 
rooms and property of the Association are kept in good order, and 
shall perform such other duties as the Board of Directors may from 
time to time direct. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to furnish to all 1J3S3S? 
Inspectors, Gaugers, Weighers and Measurers, appointed by the 
Board of Directors, official certificates of their appointments, bearing 
the signatures of the President and Secretary and the seal of the 
Association. Such certificate shall specify their duty and the time 
for which they are appointed, and also that such appointments are *w£{; t j™ eiltB 
revocable at the will and pleasure of said Board. 

Sec. 3. The Assistant Secretary shall perform such duties per- ™£^* 
taining to the office of the Secretary as the Directors or the Secretary &££""* of 
shall order, and in the temporary absence or disability of the Secre- Ury ' 
tary shall perform the duties of the Secretary.

Section 1. The Association shall hold its Annual Meeting on 2SJr*SlS c »»i 
the second Monday after the second day of January. election. 
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Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Arbitration 
to hear and determine all cases of disputed claims voluntarily sub- 
mitted for their adjudication by members of the Association. All evi- 
dence in such cases shall be taken under oath or affirmation, except 
documentary evidence, which shall be sworn to, if demanded by 
either party and the committee decide it to be necessary, and shall 
be duly recorded. In all such adjudications the committee shall con* 
strue all Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of the Association as being 
designed to secure justice and equity in trade; and all awards or 
findings shall be made in conformity therewith. 

In case either party shall so demand, by previous notice given to 
the Secretary, the testimony and proceedings of the Committee of 
Arbitration shall be taken by a stenographer, the cost of which shall 
be assessed by the committee as in cases of other costs incurred. 

Sec. 2. Any award or finding of the Committee of Arbitration 
may be appealed from, and the case may be carried to the Committee 
of Appeals for revision; provided, notice of such appeal shall be given 
to the Secretary, in writing, within two business days after such 
award or finding shall have been delivered to the parties in contro- 
versy. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Appeals to 
review such cases as may be appealed from the Committee of Arbi- 
tration and formally brought before it, and its awards or findings 
shall be final and binding, and shall not be subject to revision by any 
other tribunal of the Association; provided, the Board of Directors 
may determine, from the record and other evidence, as to the proper 
constitution of any committee and as to the regularity of its pro- 
ceedings. The said Committee of Appeals shall receive such new 
evidence as may be offered under oath or affirmation; and if, in its 
judgment, evidence is produced which will justify a rehearing of the 
case by the Committee of Arbitration, it shall remand the case to the 
said Committee of Arbitration for a new trial. Any final award or 
finding of the Committee of Appeals shall be based on the record 
of the Committee of Arbitration, and shall be made in like manner 
as prescribed by Section 1 of this Rule. 

Sec. 4. Five of either of these committees shall be a quorum 
for the transaction of business, and a majority decision of such 
quorum shall be binding. 

Sec. 5. The Committee of Arbitration and the Committee of 
Appeals shall each render their awards or findings in writing, through 
the Secretary of the Association, within two business days after their 
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decisions shall have been made. Such awards or findings shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Committee, and shall be certified by 
the Secretary under the seal of the Association. The official records oaow 
and decisions of these committees, and all other records of the Asso- £m«nnb£nk 
ciation, may be inspected by any member of the Association upon 
application to the Secretary. 

Sec. 6. When, from absence or disqualification of regular mem- Jo^JJJjJ 
bers, either the Committee of Arbitration or Appeals cannot be 
formed, the parties in controversy shall be allowed to fill vacancies 
with any member or members of the Association willing to serve (not 
being of the other committee), on whom they may agree; or, if such 
parties are unwilling to submit their case to the Committee of Arbi- 
tration, they may choose three or more members (willing to serve and fegjg} t tt MWflg 
not being of the Committee of Appeals) whom they may agree upon; Arbitration, 
such agreement, in either case, to be communicated to the Secretary JSJ gownta. 
in writing, signed by all the parties in controversy. A majority award Awards, 
or finding of any such committee shall be binding, and any award or 
finding of committees thus formed shall be made under the same 
Rules, and shall have the same effect as if made by the regular com- 
mittees, respectively. 

Sbc. 7. Before entering upon the duties of their office the mem- 
bers of any Committee of Arbitration or Committee of Appeals shall 
be required to take or subscribe to the following oath or affirmation, 
viz: "You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that you respectively will oath of 
faithfully and fairly hear and examine all matters of controversy conuXKaSL 
which may come before you during your tenure of office, and that you 
will in all cases make just and equitable awards or findings upon the 
same, in conformity with the Rules, Regulations and By-Laws of 
the Association, and according to the evidence, to the best of your 
understanding; so help your God." 

Ssc. 8. The Chairman or Acting Chairman of any Committee of Admimatratm

D. A member of this Association, acting as a broker, shall not 
make any transaction on the floor of the Exchange, as specified in 
Sections 2 and 3 of this rule (except as provided in Paragraph A of 
Section 3) for another member, nor for a firm of which he is not a 
bona fide general partner, nor for a corporation of which he is not an 
officer and in which he owns less than a 10 per cent interest, or an 
interest of at least $10,000 stock (par value) in a corporation of 
$100,000 capital or over, without charging the regular rates of brok- 
erage prescribed by this rule. 

E. A member of this Association, acting as a floor broker, may 
be employed in a clerical capacity by another member, or by a firm 
or by a corporation; provided, that in addition to the regular brok- 
erage required to be paid upon any transaction specified in Section 
2 of this rule which he may make for such member, firm or corpora- 
tion, he shall receive a reasonable and adequate salary for the 
services rendered in such clerical capacity, that his salary shall be 
fixed, and in no way contingent upon the amount of business trans- 
acted or obtained, and the agreement between the employer and 
the employe be set forth in writing, properly signed and acknowl- 
edged, and a copy of the same be filed in a sealed envelope with the 
Secretary of this Association and subject to inspection by the 
Violation of the Rules Committee only.

Suction 4. A. The following rates of commission, being Just 
and reasonable, are hereby established as the minimum charge that 
shall be made by members of this Association for the transaction of 
the business specified in this section: 

B. For the purchase, or for the sale, or for the purchase and 
sale by grade atone, of wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley or flaxseed, to 
be delivered in store, either for immediate or for future delivery, 
one-quarter of one cent per bushel. 

C. For the purchase, or for the sale, or for the purchase and 
sale of lard, six cents per tierce. 

D. For the purchase, or for the sale, or for the purchase and 
sale of pork, five cents per barrel.

CORPORATIONS. 

Section 8. A. Any corporation having for one of its executive 
officers and stockholders a member of this Board, may submit to the 
Board of Directors, or a committee appointed for such purpose, a 
full disclosure of the relations of such member to such corporation, 
and if such member shall, upon investigation, be found to be a real 
bona fide and substantial executive officer and stockholder of such

Section 9. A. On all transactions where the purchase or sale 
of cash grain is made contingent on the price ruling for future de- 
livery, and where the purchase or sale of the future delivery is at 
once accomplished, fixing by such transaction the value of the cash 
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grain bo bought or sold, it shall be construed that the purchase or 
sale of the future delivery shall be a part of the cash transaction. 
Should the purchase or sale of grain for future delivery upon which 
the cash transaction Is based be held subject to the convenience or 
subject to the orders of the parties with whom such transaction is 
made, then all such business for future delivery shall be subject to 
the regular rates of commission as prescribed in this rule. 

B. Members cannot clear through other members as contem- 
plated in Paragraph G, Section 4 of this rule, any trade which \a

G. Any member who, or whose firm or corporation, shall be 
convicted by the Board of Directors of a violation of the provisions 
of this rule, or of any evasion thereof by making rebates in prices, 
by making any contract or observing any contract already made, 
by furnishing a membership in this Exchange, by giving any bonus, 
gift, donation or otherwise, or shall purchase or offer to purchase any 
grain, seeds, provisions or other commodities consigned to him, 
them or it for sale, or by rendering any other service or concession 
whatsoever, with the intent to evade in any way directly or indi- 
rectly the regular rates of commission or brokerage established by 
this rule, shall be expelled from this Association.

j The above form of memorandum shall state the name of the 
depository, the date on which the deposit Is made, the name of the 
depositor, and also the name or names of the party or parties in 
whose favor the deposit is to be made, together with the amount or 
amounts of such deposit in detail, and also in the aggregate. The 
left-hand part of the memorandum or statement before described 
shall be retained by the depository selected, and the right-hand por- 
tion thereof taken by the depositor, after being duly signed by the 
person authorized to receipt for the said deposit, and, without delay, 
placed in the office of the Clearing House of the Board ot Trade of the 
City of Chicago; it being distinctly understood that the provisions of 
Section 2 of this Rule are and shall remain in force, and that the 
issuance of the certificate in the form and manner prescribed in said 
Section 2, is unaffected by the provisions of this section. It is hereby 
provided that such deposits shall not be made with any bank or banks 
to which the party calling for the said security shall expressly object 
at the time of making such "call"; but in such case the deposit shall 
be made with some duly authorized bank not thus objected to, or 
with the Treasurer of the Association, as the depositor shall elect. 
Sec. 2. Ail banks which may be appointed to act as depositories

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actions on the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, between the 
hanks they represent and any of the members of said Board of

RULE XXI. 

REGULAR DELIVERIES. 

Section 1. All deliveries upon contracts for grain or flax seed, 
unless otherwise expressly provided, shall be made by tender of reg- SSSST 
ular warehouse receipts, which receipts shall have been registered 
by an officer duly appointed for that purpose. All such warehouse 
receipts shall be made to run five days from date of delivery on reg- 
ular or customary storage charges, which regular or customary 
charges shall follow such warehouse receipts and be chargeable upon 
the property covered by the same, and shall be issued by such houses 
as have complied with the Rules of the Board of Trade and the 
Regulations and Requirements of the Board of Directors, and have 
been declared regular warehouses for the storage of grain or flax seed 
by said Board of Directors; and it shall be the duty of the Board of 
Directors, prior to the first day of July in each year* to inspect all £2TJ3BSiSL 
warehouses, the proprietors or managers of which shall apply to have 
their receipts declared regular for delivery on contracts under the 
Rules of the Board of Trade, and no warehouse shall be declared a 
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regular warehouse unless it Is conveniently approachable by vessels 
of ordinary draft and has customary shipping facilities, and unless 
the storage rates on all grain or flax seed in such warehouse in built 
and in good condition, shall not be in excess of three-quarters 
(X) of one cent per bushel, for the first ten days or part thereof, 
and one-fiftieth (,V) of one cent per bushel for each additional 
day thereafter until from and after January 1st, 1904, when the 
additional daily rate of storage shall not exceed one-fortieth (A) 
of one cent per bushel so long as such grain or flax seed 
remains in good condition ; and unless the proprietors or mana- 
gers of such warehouse are in good financial standing and credit, 
and are carrying on and intend to continue to carry on the 
legitimate business of public warehousemen under the laws of 
the State of Illinois and in accordance with the Rules of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago and the Regulations and Require- 
ments of the Board of Directors and until the proprietors or man- 
agers of such warehouse shall file a bond with sufficient sureties in 
such sum and subject to such conditions as may be deemed neceasaiy 
by the Board of Directors, under the Rules of the Board of Trade 
and the Regulations and Requirements of the Board of Directors in 
reference to warehouses. 

And furthermore, the proprietors or managers of such warehouse 
shall be required to sell their regular contract grades of grain or 
flax seed in the Chicago market only, and shall not ship any grain 
from any regular warehouse, of which they are proprietors or man- 
agers, except those grades which are denominated and understood 
to be " off grades "; provided, however, that the Board of Directors 
of the Board of Trade may, upon application, grant to such elevator 
proprietors or managers the privilege of shipping such quantity of 
grain from their elevators as will sufficiently relieve such elevators 
from being overloaded, or as will maintain the condition of such 
grain ; and furthermore, the proprietors or managers of such ware- 
house shall be prohibited from buying grain at any non-competing 
points. 

Whenever application shall be made by the proprietors or 
managers of any warehouse to have the same declared a regular 
warehouse for the storage of grain and flaxseed under the provisions 
of this Rule (except in cases of renewal on the first day of July in 
each year, as hereinbefore provided) any grain or flaxseed that may 
be contained in said warehouse at the time of such application, shall 
be required to be removed from said warehouse, when after it shall 
have been graded and inspected according to its quality and condi- 
tion then existing by the duly constituted authorities, such grain 
or flaxseed may then again be received into said warehouse and 
receipts issued therefor shall be registered and dated upon the 
day when such grain or flaxseed is again actually received into said 
warehouse. 

The chief inspector of grain of the State of Illinois may, upon 
request of the Board of Directors of the Board of Trade, appoint a 
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supervising inspector who shall go supervise the storage and distil* 
button of grain and of flax seed in such warehouse that no discrim- 
ination or selection can be made in the quality or grade of grain or 
flax seed in the delivery of such grain or flax seed. 

Warehouse receipts issued by warehouses so declared regular by wu^nome 
the Board of Directors shall be regular for delivery on contracts r ** lpt * 
under the Rules of the Board of Trade so long as the said warehouse 
shall continue to be a regular warehouse, but the term for which any Term of 
warehouse is declared a regular warehouse to issue such receipts 
shall be limited to and expire on the first day of July in each year. 
No receipts issued on grain received in any warehouse shall be regu- 
lar for delivery under the Rules of the Board of Trade after that 
date unless the warehouse upon which it has been issued has again 
been declared a regular warehouse by the Board of Directors ; pro- 
vided, however, that receipts issued before the first day of July by u^^ 
warehouses which have been regular warehouses during the preced- hoxa9 
ing year, but which have not been declared regular for the succeed- 
ing year, shall be regular for delivery upon such contracts for six 
months after the first day of July ; but nothing contained herein 
shall prevent the Board of Directors from declaring any warehouse, 
or the receipts thereof, irregular at any time for violation or non- 
compliance with the laws of the State of Illinois or any of the Rules 
of the Board of Trade or of the Regulations and Requirements of the 
Board of Directors. 

Provided, that the Board of Directors shall have power, when in 
their judgment an emergency exists requiring more storage room 
than can be supplied by the regular elevator warehouses, to declare 
any storehouses, vessels, or places suitable for the storage of grain 
or flax seed within the city limits— wherein the cost of delivery to 
vessels or railroad cars shall not be greater than such as is made by 
the regular elevators for the same service— to be regular places for 
the storage of grain deliverable under the Rules of the Board of 
Trade. 

And provided further, that in case it shall happen that at any umttaaonat 
time there shall be no warehouses which shall be regular warehouses 553K£Sf 
for the storage of grain and flax seed, then the Board of Directors mlS?££Sr 
may declare any warehouses suitable for the storage of grain or ™££, 
flaxseed, whose aggregate capacity shall not exceed twenty-five mil- 
lion (25,000,000) bushels, regular warehouses for the storage of grain or 
flaxseed, upon such terms and for such period as the Board of Direc- 
tors in its discretion may deem necessary or proper, and the ware- 
house receipts issued by warehouses so declared regular under thif 
proviso, shall be regular for delivery on contracts under the Rules of 
the Board of Trade, in the same manner as if issued by warehouses 
declared regular under the foregoing provisions of this section in 
regard to declaring warehouses regular for the term ending on the 
first day of July in each year. 
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All complaints against elevator proprietors under this section 
shall be heard and decided by the Board of Directors of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago. 

Sbc. 2. All deliveries of grain and flaxseed in 1,000 and 5,000 
wSSromSo*. bushel lots; of mess pork, lard or s. p. hams in 50 and 250 package 
lots; or of meats in lots of 25,000 and 50,000 pounds in store, on time 
contracts, after 11 o'clock a. m., shall be made in the Exchange hall, 
or in such other place as may be designated by the Board of Direc- 
tors, between the hours of 1:30 and 2 o'clock p. m., and shall be made 
by a notice in writing, which notice shall state on its face the place 
of notioe. of business of its issuer. Such notice shall state in detail the ware- 
house receipts proposed to be delivered, and in the case of provisions 
in packages, or lard, the packer's brand, and the contract price oo 
which delivery is proposed to be made, also the net cash value (de- 
ducting extra storage) of said property at the market price. At a 
stated hour each day it shall be the duty of the Secretary to post oi 
cause to be posted, in a suitable place, the market price of suchgrain 
l0f or provisions as are deliverable on time contracts. Such delivery 
notice may be passed from one purchaser to another, before 2 o'clock 
p. m., by indorsement thereon, by the seller, of the name of the party 
to whom it is to be delivered, together with the contract price at which 
the property is sold, and also the time at which the delivery is made. 
The first delivery of such notice shall be made before 1:35 o'clock 
f. m., and any party holding such notice longer than five minutes, as 
shown by the indorsements on same of the time of the previous 
delivery, shall not be permitted to deliver it. "Any person indors- 
ing upon said notices any fictitious name or the name of any person, 
firm or corporation other than that of the person, firm or corpo- 
ration to whom he tenders the notice upon a bona fide sale of 
the property mentioned therein actually made by himself or 
the firm or corporation he represents or upon the written order of 
another member, firm or corporation on whose behalf he makes such 
tender, or who shall make any alteration therein or any substitu- 
tion of property other than that originally named in the notice by 
the original issuer thereof, shall be deemed guilty of gross fraud, 
and, if a member, he shall be suspended or expelled, at the discre- 
tion of the Board of Directors, and if not a member, such person shall 
forever thereafter be excluded from the Exchange hall, delivery 
and settlement rooms of the Association. All delivery notices 
issued under this Rule shall be consecutively numbered by the parties 
Issuing them. Notice of readiness to deliver property as herein pro- 
vided, and all subsequent transfers of such notices, shall be deemed 
and held to be a valid and sufficient tender of property, on time con- 
tracts, under the Rules of this Board of Trade, provided the property 
is actually delivered, or is shown to have been ready for delivery, in 
the manner and upon the terms herein provided. It shall be the 
duty of the party regularly holding such notice at 2 o'clock p. x., to 
present the same at the office of its issuer before 2:30 o'clock p. m., of 
the same day, together with a certified check on some Chicago bank, 
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in good standing, or other satisfactory payment for the net amount 
due for the property represented by said notice at the market price; 
and upon tendering said notice, with payment, at the office of its 
issuer, the holder of said notice shall be entitled to receive the prop* 
erty represented by same. All differences due from or to parties to dummum, 
such delivery shall be paid upon the basis of a full delivery, and no SjJjSHf 1 * 
more, and each purchaser receiving notice of delivery shall be respon- taMd - 
Bible to the seller from whom the notice was received for the differ* 
ence between the price actually paid for the property and their 
contract price. In cases where the seller's contract price is less than 
the price actually paid for the property, such seller shall be respon- 
sible to the purchaser to whom he delivered the notice, for the 
difference.

(other than grain) deliverable by warehouse receipts. regulation!. 
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Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, under 
this Rule, to publish annually, or oftener if necessary, by posting on 
the bulletin of the Exchange, the names of all elevators and other 
warehouses conforming in all respects to prescribed requirement! 
of said Board; and to report immediately to the Association, by 
posting as above, any irregularity in the management of such 
elevators or warehouses, or any fact calculated to discredit or 
impair the value of warehouse receipts of any such elevators or 
warehouses, as the same shall come to their knowledge.

except as provided above, deliveries shall be made in lots of fifty (50) 
packages;# and on all time contracts for twenty -five thousand

(25,000) pounds; a variation, however, of one per cent, in the 
quantity of grain or flaxseed delivered, and that contracted for, 
shall not vitiate a tender or delivery. Any excess or deficit within 
the above limits shall be settled for at the current market upon the 
day of delivery. 

Sec. 6. All sales of flaxseed, unless otherwise agreed, are made 
upon the basis of pure seed, that is: Seed tendered or delivered on 
contracts may carry impurity or foreign matter, but must contain 
the sale quantity of pure seed, and for such pure seed only shall 
payment be required.

When a contract shall mature on Sunday or on a legal 
holiday, delivery on such contract shall be made on the preceding 
business day. No property shall be tendered on any day upon which 
the Association shall hold no business session. 

On contracts for grain sold in store without special 
agreement as to delivery, the property shall be delivered before 
2:30 o'clock p.m. of the day of sale, or before 11 o'clock a.m. of the 
next business day, except as hereinafter provided. In case a pur- 
chase is specified as for cash, it shall, if purchased before 1:15 p.m., 
be delivered before 2:30 o'clock same day, except as hereinafter 
provided. No property shall be tendered between the hours of 11 
a.m. and 1:15 p.m., except on Saturdays, unless by special agree- 
ment. All deliveries under this section on Saturday shall be made 
before 12 o'clock m. In case of the tender of property during the 
temporary absence of the purchaser from his place of business, notice 
of such tender shall be left at his office, and he shall have the right 
to call for the same, and pay for it, within one hour thereafter. 

Sec. 6. In case it shall appear that the delivery of any outstand- 
ing trade or contract between members of the Association may be 
offset by some other corresponding trade or contract, made by the 
parties with other members of the Association, and the parties to 
such trade or contract, or their authorized agents, consent to such 
offset, such trade or contract shall be deemed to have been settled,

or bills of lading, and necessary cetificates shall have been presented 
to the purchaser, the purchaser shall pay, in addition to the contract 
price, one-half of one per cent per day as liquidated damage for each 
day's delay in paying for any such articles. 

Sec. 17. Excluding the date of sale, the time of shipment on D» y8 to be 
property sold for shipment shall be reckoned from the date of re- Se^'nieof 
ceiving full shipping directions, and shall not include Sundays, or JS55JSSt?° r 
legal holidays, at point of shipment. 
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The term "Immediate shipment" shall mean three (3) business 
days. 

The term "Quick shipment" shall mean five (5) business days. 

The term "Prompt shipment" shall mean ten (10) business days. 

Nothing, however, in this role shall be construed as prohibiting 
special agreements. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors upon 
the nomination of the President to appoint a standing committee of 
five members of the Association, to be known as the "Grain Com- 
mittee," to serve for one year, or until their successors are appointed. 

Whenever grain is sold subject to the "approval of official 
samplers," either as to sample, grade or condition, any party to the 
transaction may appeal from the decision of the Official Sampler to 
the Grain Committee, and the decision of the Grain Committee 
shall be final and binding upon all parties interested. 

No member of the Grain Committee shall sit on any case in 
which he is directly or indirectly interested. 

The President of the Board of Trade shall select another mem- 
ber of the Association to serve in the place of any regular member 
who is disqualified or unable to serve. When an appeal to the Grain 
Committee is desired under this rule, such appeal shall be made in 
writing to the Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade, and the 
fees, as hereinafter provided, shall accompany said appeal. 

The fees shall be $5.00 per car; $10.00 per canal boat, $50.00 per 
vessel. Such fees shall be equally distributed among the members 
serving. In case the Grain Committee shall decide in favor of the 
appellant, the appellee shall, within one business day, reimburse 
the appellant with the amount of the appeal fees, as hereinbefore 
provided, and further pay all additional expenses incurred by the 
Grain Committee in securing samples and conducting the case. 

The Grain Committee may decide an appeal either by examina- 
tion of the grain in car, boat or vessel; or by sample obtained in 
such manner as in their discretion they may deem advisable. 

RULE XXIII. 

FAILURE TO DELIVER OR RECEIVE ON CONTRACTS. 

Section 1. In case any property contracted for future delivery 
is not delivered at maturity of contract, the purchaser may, if he 
shall so elect, consider the contract forfeited; or he may purchase 
the property on the market for account of the seller, by 1:15 o'clock 
of the next business day, notifying him at once of such purchase; or 
he may require a settlement with the seller at the average market 
price on the day of maturity of contract, and any damages or loss 
due to the purchaser, by reason of such purchase or declared settle- 
ment, shall be due and payable by the seller immediately. 

Sec. 2. In case any property contracted for future delivery is 
not received and paid for when properly tendered, it shall be the 
duty of the seller, in order to establish any claim on the purchaser, 
to sell it on the market at any time during the next twenty-four 
hours, at his discretion, after such default shall have been made, 
notifying the purchaser within one hour of such sale; and any loss 
resulting to the seller shall be paid by the party in default. 
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RULE XXIV. 

PROVISIONS. . 

The Board of Directors shall appoint five members inipecttoD 
of the Association as a Committee on Provision Inspection, who Commlttee - 
shall have and exercise a general control over the inspection of pro- 
visions, and shall act as referees in case of complaint against the Bower*.

In the sale of property in packages, involving the 
question of tare, the actual weight of packages (to be ascertained 
by stripping, at the time of delivery) shall be deducted from the 
gross weight. In case the purchaser shall require the weighing and 
stripping of lard, or the weighing of any property delivered on 
contract, he shall so notify the parties delivering the same within 
five (5) business days from date of delivery, including the day of 
delivery, or the purchaser shall have no right of reclamation on the 
seller. Such weighing and stripping shall be done by the Official 
Weigher of Provisions of the Association, and the result reported 
within fifteen (15) days.

Section 1. All former Rules and By-Laws of the Association 
are hereby repealed; provided, pending complaints and complaints 
based on transactions or defaults which have occurred prior to the 
adoption hereof shall be governed by the rules heretofore in force.

A member, however, shall 
not be prevented from prefacing with explanatory remarks any 
proposition he may be about to make. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Every member who speaks shall rise and address the President, Limitation* 
and no person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, nDondelMM - 
except by way of explanation, if objection is made thereto, unless 
permitted to proceed by a majority of those present. 

ARTICLE V. 

The presiding officer shall be judge of all questions of order and Question of 
proceedings, and when the Rules of the Association or of parlia- OTder * 
mentary order are infringed upon, he may call any member to order.

ARTICLE IX. 

All questions of order, or proceedings provided for by the Rales 
and By-Laws shall be held to govern both the Association and the 
Board of Directors, so far as they may be applicable. 
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ARTICLE X. 

None of the General Rules or By-Laws of the Association shall 
be rescinded or altered, nor shall any new Rules or By-Laws be 
adopted except by an affirmative ballot vote of a majority of the 
members voting on the proposition, and on which ballot there shall 
be at least three hundred (900) votes cast. No proposition to amend 
the General Rules or By-Laws shall be entertained or submitted to a 
vote, unless it shall have been recommended by a vote of the Board 
of Directors at a regular meeting of the said Board, or has been 
approved by the Board of Directors on the recommendation in writ- 
ing of at least twenty-five members of the Association. In case a 
proposition for such amendment is submitted to the Board of Direc- 
tors by at least twenty-five members, it shall be considered by them, 
and reported on to the Association within fifteen days from the first 
regular meeting of said Board after it shall have been so presented ; 
and in case it be not approved by the Board of Directors, they shall 
in reporting it to the Association, give their reason for such 
disapproval, and the said proposition may then be brought before the 
Association for a ballot, as herein provided, on a new submission ix 
writing, over the signatures of at least one hundred members. An? 
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proposition to amend the Bules or By-Laws shall, before being acted ^S^muS! 
upon by the Association, be conspicuously posted in the Exchange 
room for at least ten days immediately preceding, and it may be 
amended in any way that is germane to its general scope, at a 
regular or special meeting of the Association (not during the regular 
business hours on 'Change); prowled, that such amendment, in 
specific form, is submitted over the signatures of twenty-five mem- 
bers and posted in the Exchange room for at least three days prior 
to the time of holding such special meeting. Should such amend- 
ment be adopted at such special meeting, the original amendment 
proposed as thus amended shall then be posted in the Exchange 
room at least three days before the proposition as amended is 
submitted to a ballot vote of the Association. 

The provisions of Section 6 of Rule IV, in respect to the opening closing of 
of the Exchange room on business days, may be suspended, as to any Som?"** 
particular day, by the Board of Directors by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present* 



REGULATIONS 



BOARD OK TRADE 



GOVERNING THE INSPECTION OF FLOUR. 
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REGULATION I. 

INSPECTION COMMITTEE. 

The Board of Directors shall appoint a Standing Committee on 
Hour Inspection, to consist of five members, who shall be dealers in 
flour. This committee shall have and exercise a general control of 
the inspection of flour. 

REGULATION II. 

FLOUB TO INSPECT AS SOUND. 

Flour classed as sound shall be strictly sound, free from any and 
•very defect or fault causing either smell or taste. 

REGULATION HI. 

FLOUR TO INSPECT A3 UNSOUND. 

All flour not strictly sound, whether the unsoundness be derived 
from the condition of the grain from which it was manufactured, or 
has originated in the flour, shall be classed as unsound or slightly 
unsound, as its condition may be. 

REGULATION IV. 

BRANDING. 

The Inspector shall brand all flour, inspected by him in barrels, 
that is sound and full weight; stencils shall be used for branding, 
which shall read as follows: "Official Inspection, Board of Trade, 
Chicago," also giving month and year of inspection. 

REGULATION V. 

CERTIFICATE OF INSPECTION. 

Certificate of inspection shall be issued by the Inspector in strict 
accordance with the inspection of every lot examined by him. No 
separate certificate shall be issued by the Inspector for two or more 
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parts of any one lot of flour inspected by him, a part of which la 
sound and a part unsound, or when it inspects two or more grades. 
When flour is inspected by sample, the certificate shall mention its 
condition, as well as its relation to the sample. When flour isunaoaad 
unaonnd the Inspector shall state in the certificate the character of condition %o 
the unsoundness, as musty, hard sour, soft sour, unsound, or sUghUy ** gtated * 
unsound, and the number of packages of each description, and also, 
when practicable, the number of packages that may be so stained or 
out of condition as to depreciate the market value of the flour. In Duuced 
case the flour has been overhauled and cleaned on account of having pac *"" 
been wet, and the Inspector shall deem such overhauling in any way 
damaging to the market value of the flour, he shall note in his cer- 
tificate "wet and cleaned." Flour in round-hoop barrels and jute Round hoope 
sacks shall, in absence of any special agreement, be considered asX!^* 6 
regular in deliveries. If flour is in flat-hooped barrels, or cotton Fiat hoops. 
sacks, the Inspector shall so note in his certificate, also on sample 
furnished to the party ordering the inspection. 

REGULATION VI. 

RE-IXSFHCTION. 

There shall be no charge for a single inspection on flour belong- Reuupocuon 
ing to the same owner for whom the first inspection was made; but on xorsLneT* 
more than one inspection of the same flour, and on flour which has 
changed ownership after the first inspection, the Inspector shall be 
entitled to his regular fee. 

REGULATION VII. 

WEIGHTS. 

A barrel of flour shall be deemed to weigh 196 pounds, net; jute weight of » 
and cotton export sacks, 140 pounds, gross; half -barrel jute and cotton weight of our ' 
sacks, 08 pounds, gross; quarter-barrel cotton sacks, 49 pounds, gross; floup ta ****■ 
eighth-barrel cotton sacks, 24J^ pounds, gross, and no allowance shall 
be made for any overweight. In case of short weights on flour in short weights 
barrels, the buyer shall be allowed for the shortage at the rate he pays, 
and, in addition, 5 cents per barrel for the expense of refilling. The 
Inspector shall satisfy himself in regard to weights, and in case he 
deems it necessary to strip some of the flour, he shall strip five barrels 
from each lot, and shall be entitled to 15 cents for each barrel so Fees for 
stripped; if it proves to be short in weight, the charge for stripping to 8trippta «- 
be paid by the seller. All packages of flour which may be found largely 
deficient in weight, from bad order or any other cause, shall not 
enter into the average, but their weight shall be separately ascer- 
tained and certified to by the Inspector. When flour is sold in sacks, 
the gross weight shall be considered the actual weight. In case of 
short weight, the buyer shall be entitled to 1 cent per pound for 
freight. When flour in sacks is short in weight more than 2 percent 
ft shall not be considered regular. 
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REGULATION VHI. 

INSPECTOR'S FEES. 

The fee for inspecting and branding flour within the City of 
Chicago shall be at the rate of % cents per barrel, whether the floor 
be in barrels or sacks, the buyer to pay one-half of the same. And 
unless the flour in sacks is sewed and loaded in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Committee on Flour Inspection, the inspec- 
tor will be entitled to charge for the labor necessary to put the floor 
in proper condition for inspection, a sum not to exceed 82 per car. 

REGULATION IX. 

REPORT OF STOCKS AND INSPECTIONS. 

It shall be the further duty of the Inspector to ascertain the 
stock of flour in Chicago on the first day of each month, and to 
report the same to the Secretary of the Association, to be by him 
posted upon the bulletin of the Exchange Room. In taking the 
account of stock there shall be included only the amount in the 
several freight depots, the public warehouses, and the places of 
storage by receivers, and in the city mills. The Inspector shall alio 
furnish to the Secretary of the Association, monthly, a statement of 
the number of barrels and the number of sacks of flour inspected by 
him during the preceding month. 

REGULATION X. 

SAMPLES FURNISHED AND RETAINED BY INSPECTOR. 

It shall be the further duty of the Inspector to furnish in the 
Exchange Room, each day before 12 o'clock noon, to the parties for 
whom the flour is inspected, the Inspector's sample or samples (if 
more than one grade in each lot) of each car or lot of flour that is 
inspected by him, said sample or samples bearing his official stamp 
upon the face of the bag. He shall also retain duplicate samples of 
all flour inspected by him for sixty days from the time of inspection ; 
and, on the request of either buyer or seller, shall preserve the 
sample for a period not to exceed four months. 

REGULATION XL 

APPEALS. 

In case either the buyer or seller is dissatisfied with the inspec- 
tion of flour, he shall have the privilege of taking an appeal to the 
Committee on Flour Inspection, upon paying the fee of five dollars 
for every appealed case ; this fee to be paid to the Secretary of the 
Board by the party making the appeal, at the time the appeal is 
made ; such fees to be paid by the Secretary to the committee, in 
case the Inspector is sustained, but in case the Inspector is not 
sustained, the fee shall be refunded to the applicant for the appeal. 
The samples, without name or date, shall be furnished by the Inspec- 
tor, who shall state the cause of appeal. Neither buyer nor seller 
shall be represented before the committee, and the decision of a 
majority of the committee shall be final. 
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REGULATION XH. 

CARTAGE OF FLOUR. 

In the absence of special agreement to the contrary, it is estab- carta* t» 
lished as a regulation of trade that in sales of flour any cartage for S532 8 ° f 
moving the property from where it is at the time of sale shall be paid 
by the buyer. 

REGULATION XIII. 

TnepiEAT, OB AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS. 

No change shall be made in these regulations or recommenda- Bepaai 
tions by the Board of Directors before submitting the same to a 
meeting, properly called, of the members of the Board of Trade that 
are interested in the flour trade, in which ten shall constitute a 
quorum. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I. 

The Committee on Flour Inspection recommend to millers and 
shippers of flour the following requirements of standard sacks: 

NO. 140— JTJTE EXPORT SACKS 

Shall be from the best material, double stitched, not using less than 
an equivalent to 40x49 inch mangled or craped finished material* 
weighing not less than 12 ounces per yard of 40 inches in width, or 16 
ounces for the complete bag. If from starched or sized material, the 
complete bag should not weigh less than 16 ounces. 

NO. 280— JUTE EXPORT SACKS 

Shall be from the best material, double stitched, not using less than 
an equivalent to 50x63 inch mangled or craped finished material, 
weighing not less than 15 ounces per yard of 50 inches in width, or 25 
ounces for the complete bag. If from starched or sized material, the 
complete bag should not weigh less than 26* ounces. 

Seamless Jute sacks must be from same weight and quality of 
material, etc., but require 4 per cent less material, and may weigh 
4 per cent less. 

140 FOUND COTTON EXPORT SACKS 

Shall be double stitched, best Twill Drill, Osnaburg or Duck, free 
from starch or sizing, using of Twill or Drill not less than an equiva- 
lent to 40x47 inches, or, if Osnaburg or Duck, not less than 37ix51i 
inch materia], the complete bag weighing not less than 9} ounces. 



Tho Committee on Floor Inspection also recommend to miliars 
and shippers of floor in sacks to be inspected in this market, that in 
closing the sack the mouth edge of the sack be turned in without 
rolling, and sewed with a single seam, the stitches to be at least 1% 
inches apart. (See Fig. 1.) This will allow tbe Inspector to Insert 
the trier between tbe stitches without making holes In the cloth.

The Committee on Flour Inspection further recommend to 
millers, shippers of flour, and railway agents, that In loading cars 
tbe following instructions be observed: 

One hundred and forty pound sacks should be piled in two tiers 
lengthwise of the car, the mouths of sacks placed toward center of 
car (see Fig. 2), leaving the space between the tiers of sacks in the 
center of the car free and clear for the convenience of tbe In- 
spector. 

The sacks of flour should be piled as follows: The sacks on the 
floor to be placed four inches from the side walls of car, and sacks so 
piled as to gradually incline to the walls of the car until the top rows 
press strongly against the said walls, as shown in Fig. 2. 



Unless these recommendations be complied with the Inspector 
will charge for the labor necessary to put the flour in proper positios 
[or inspection.

: Inspection of Grain 



(STATE INSPECTION) 

IN THE CITY OF CHICAGO. 

IN FORCE MARCH 10. 1906. 



RULE I. -WINTER WHEAT. 

No. 1 White Winter Wheat shall be pare white winter 
wheat, or red and white mixed, sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Whttb Winter shall be white winter wheat, or red and 
white mixed, sound and reasonably clean. 

No. 3 White Winter Wheat shall include white winter 
wheat, or red and white mixed; not clean and plump enough for 
No. 2, but weighing not less than fifty-four pounds to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 4 White Winteb Wheat shall include white winter 
wheat, damp, musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to 
render it unfit for No. 3. 

No. 1 Bed Winter Wheat shall be pure red winter wheat of 
both light and dark colors; sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Bed Winter Wheat shall be red winter wheat of both 
light and dark colors; sound and reasonably clean. 

No. 3 Bed Winter Wheat shall include red winter wheat not 
clean and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not less than fifty- 
four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Bed Winter Wheat shall include red winter wheat, 
damp, musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it 
unfit for No. 3. 

Bed winter wheat containing a mixture not exceeding five per 
cent of white winter wheat shall be classed as red winter wheat. 

Bed winter wheat containing more than five per cent of white 
winter wheat shall be graded according to the quality thereof and 
classed as white winter wheat. 

No. 1 Hard Winter Wheat shall be hard winter wheat of 
both light and dark colors; sound, plump and well cleaned and of 
the varieties known as hard winter wheat. 

No. 2 Hard Winter Wheat shall be hard winter wheat of 
both light and dark colors; sound and reasonably clean and of the 
varieties known as hard winter wheat 

No 3 Hard Winter Wheat shall include hard winter wheat 
not clean and plump enough for No. 2, but weighing not leas than 
fifty-four pounds to the measured bushel, and to be of the varieties 
known as hard winter wheat. 

No. 4 Hard Winter Wheat shall include hard winter wheat, 
damp, musty, or from any other cause so badly damaged as to render 
it unfit for No. 3, and shall be of the varieties known as hard winter 
wheat. 
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In case of mixture of hard winter wheat with red winter wheat, 
it shall be graded according to the quality thereof and classed as 
hard winter wheat. 

RULE II— PACIFIC WHEAT. 

No. 1 Pacific White Wheat shall be sound, dry, plump, well 
cleaned, and free from smut and smut balls. 

No. 2 Pacific White Wheat shall be sound, dry, reasonably 
clean, reasonably free from other grain and smut and smut balls. 

No. 3 Pacific White Wheat shall include wheat not plump, 
sound and clean enough for No. 2, and testing not less than fifty 
four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Pacific White Wheat shall include all Pacific white 
wheat that is damp, musty, smutty or otherwise so damaged as to 
render it unfit for Na 3. 

No. 1 Pacific Bed Wheat shall be sound, dry, plump, well 
cleaned and free from smut and smut balls. 

No. 2 Pacific Red Wheat shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, 
reasonably free from other grain and smut and smut balls. 

No. 3 Pacific Red Wheat shall include wheat not plump, 
sound and clean enough for No. 2, and testing not less than fifty- 
four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 Pacific Red Wheat shall include all Pacific red wheat 
that is damp, musty, smutty or otherwise so damaged as to render 
it unfit for No. 3. 

Note— The grades of Pacific White and Pacific Red wheat are 
to include such wheats as are grown in the extreme Northwest and 
on the Pacific slope from either spring or winter seeding. 

RULE III.-SPRING WHEAT. 

No. 1 Northern Spring Wheat must be northern grown 
spring wheat, sound and reasonably clean and of good milling quality, 
and must contain not less than 50 per cent of the hard varieties of 
spring wheat. 

No. 2 Northern Spring Wheat must be northern grown 
spring wheat, not clean enough or sound enough for No. 1 and must 
contain not less than 50 per cent of the hard varieties of spring 
wheat. 

No. 1 Spring Wheat shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Spring Wheat shall be sound, reasonably clean and of 
good milling quality. 

No. 3 Spring Wheat shall include all inferior, shrunken or 
dirty spring wheat, weighing not less than fifty-three pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 4 Spring Wheat shall include spring wheat, damp, musty 
grown, badly bleached, or for any cause which renders it unfit for 
No. 3. 

White Spring Wheat— The grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 white 
spring wheat shall correspond with the grades of Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 
spring wheat, except that they shall be of the white variety, or shall 
contain 5 per cent or more of such white wheat. 
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EULE IV.— MIXED WHEAT. 

The grades of Nos. 2, 3 and 4 mixed wheat shall be equal in 
quality to the grades of Nos. 2, 3 and 4 red winter wheat, except 
that they shall include mixtures of spring and winter wheat. 

RULE V.— DURUM (Macaroni) WHEAT. 

No. 1 Durum Wheat shall be bright, sound and well 
cleaned, and be composed of durum — commonly known as 
macaroni wheat. 

No. 2 Dubum Wheat shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, may 
be slightly bleached or shrunken, but not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 Durum Wheat shall Include all wheat that is bleached, 
smutty or for any other cause unfit for No. 2. 

N o. 4 Durum Wheat shall include all wheat that is very smutty, 
badly bleached and grown, or for any other cause unfit for No. 3. 

MIXED DURUM WHEAT. 

In case of admixture of durum wheat with wheat of other 
varieties it shall be graded according to the quality thereof, and 
classed as Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 mixed durum wheat, with inspector's 
notation describing its character. 

RULE VI.— UNCLBANED SPRING WHEAT. 

The department will in addition to the grading of spring wheat 
under Rule 3, give dockage and grade if cleaned. 

RULE VII.-OORN. 

No. 1 Yellow Oorm shall be yellow, sound, dry, plump and well 
cleaned. 

No. 2 Yellow Corn shall be ninety per cent yellow, dry, 
reasonably clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 Yellow Cork shall be ninety per cent yellow, reasonably 

dry and reasonably clean, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2. 

No. 4 Yellow Corn shall be ninety per cent yellow, badly 
damaged, damp, musty or very dirty. 

No. 1 White Corn shall be white corn, sound, dry, plump and 
well cleaned. 

No. 2 White Corn shall be ninety-five per cent white, dry, 
reasonably clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 White Corn shall be ninety-five per cent white, reasonably 
dry and reasonably clean, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2. 

No. 4 White Corn shall be ninety-five per cent white, badly 
damaged, damp, musty or very dirty. 

No. 1 Corn shall be mixed corn, of choice quality, sound, dry 
and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Corn shall be mixed corn, dry and reasonably clean, but 
not good enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 Corn shall be mixed corn, reasonably dry and reasonably 
clean, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2. 

No. 4 Corn shall be mixed corn that is badly damaged, damp, 
musty or very dirty. 

Corn that is wet or in heating condition shall not be graded. 
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RULE VIIL— OATS. 

Na 1 White Oats shall be white, sound, clean and reasonably 
free from other grain. 

No. 2 Whits Oats shall be seven-eighths white,sweet,reasonably 
clean and reasonably free from other grain. 

Standard Oats shall be seven-eighths white, but not sufficiently 
sound and clean for No. 2 white, and shall be reasonably free from 
other grain and weighing not less than twenty-eight pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No.3 Whttb Oats shall be seven-eighths white,but not sufficiently 
sound and clean for standard oats, and weighing not less than 
twenty-two pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 4 White Oats shall be seven-eighths white, damp, badly 
damaged, musty, or for any other cause unfit for No. 3 white. 

No. 1 Whttb Cuffed Oats shall be white, sound, clean, reason- 
ably free from other grain, and shall weigh not less than thirty-six 
pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Whttb Clipped Oats shall be seven-eighths white, sweet, 
reasonably clean, reasonably free from other grain and shall weigh 
not less than thirty-four pounds to the measured bushel. 

Na 8 White Clipped Oats shall be seven-eighths white, not 
sufficiently sound or clean for No. 2 and shall weigh not less than 
twenty-eight pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 1 Oats shall be mixed oats, sound, clean and reasonably free 
from other grain. 

No. 2 Oats shall be mixed oats, sweet, reasonably clean, and 
reasonably free from other grain. 

No. 3 Oats shall be mixed oats, not sufficiently sound and clean 
for No. 2. 

No. 4 Oats shall be mixed oats, that are damp, badly damaged, 
musty, or for any other cause unfit for No. 3. 

No. 1 Mixed Cupped Oats shall be mixed oats, sound, clean, 
reasonably free from other grain and shall weigh not less than thirty- 
six pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Mixed Cupped Oats shall be mixed oats, sweet, reasonably 
clean, reasonably free from other grain and shall weigh not less than 
thirty-four pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Mixed Cupped Oats shall be mixed oats, not sufficiently 
sound or clean for No. 2, and shall weigh not less than twenty-eight 
pounds to the measured bushel. 

Oats that have been sulphured, bleached or chemically treated 
shall not be graded at all. 

Note— Inspectors are authorized when requested by shippers to 
give weight per bushel instead of grade on clipped white oats and 
clipped mixed oats from private elevators. 

RULE IX.— BYE. 

No. 1 Rye shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. 
No. 2 Rye shall be sound, reasonably clean and reasonably free 
from other grain. 
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No. 3 Byb shall be reasonably sound, reasonably dry, free from 

must and not good enough for No 2. 

No. 4 Bra shall be rye, damp, musty or for any other cause unfit 

for No. 3. 

RULE X.— BARLEY. 

No. 1 Babijst shall be sound, plump, bright, clean and free from 
other grain, and not scoured nor clipped, shall weigh not less than 
forty-eight pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 Barley shall be sound, of healthy color (bright or straw 
color), reasonably clean and reasonably free from other grains and 
seeds, and not scoured nor clipped, shall weigh not less than forty- 
six pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 Barley shall include slightly shrunken or otherwise 
lightly damaged barley, not good enough for No. 2, and not scoured 
nor clipped, shall weigh not less than forty-four pounds to the 
measured bushel. 

No. 4 Babubt shall include barley fit for malting purposes, not 
good enough for No. 3. 

No. 1 Feed Barley shall test not less than forty pounds to the 
measured bushel, shall be cool and reasonably free from other grain 
and seeds, and not good enough for No. 4, and may include barley 
with a strong ground smell, or a slightly musty or bin smell. 

Rejected Barley shall include all barley testing under forty 
pounds to the measured bushel, or barley which is badly musty or 
badly damaged, and not good enough to grade "Feed" barley, except 
that barley which has been chemically treated shall not be graded 
at all. 

Bay Brewing Barley— The grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 bay brew- 
ing.barley shall conform in all respects to the grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 
3 barley, except that they shall be of the bay brewing variety, grown 
in the far west and on the Pacific coast. 

Chevalier Barley— The grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Chevalier 
barley shall conform in all respects to the grades of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 
barley, except that they shall be of the Chevalier variety, grown in 
the far west and on the Pacific coast. 

Bay Brewing Mixed Barley. Incase of admixture of bay brew- 
ing barley with barley of other varieties, it shall be graded according 
to the quality thereof and classed as 1-2-3 bay brewing mixed barley- 

Chevalier Mixed Barley— In case of admixture of Chevalier 
barley with barley of other varieties, it shall be graded according to 
the quality thereof and classed as 1-2-3 Chevalier mixed barley. 

RULE XL-NEW. 

The word "New" shall be inserted in each certificate of inspec- 
tion of a newly harvested crop of oats until the fifteenth day of 
August; of rye, until the first day of September; of wheat, until the 
first day of November, and of barley, until the first day of November 
of each year. 

This change shall be construed as establishing new grades for 
the times specified, to conform to the existing grades of grain in all 
particulars, except the distinctions hereby established between the 
new and old crop, and shall apply to grain Inspected from store for 
two months after the times respectively above specified.

RULE XIL— HEATING. 

All grain that is wet, or in a heating condition, or grain contain- 
ing weevil or wild onions, or grain that is burnt and smoky or other- 
wise unfit for warehouses, shall not be graded. 

RULE XHL— REASONS. 

All inspectors shall make their reasons for grading grain, when 
necessary, fully known by notations on their books. The weight 
alone shall not determine the grade. 

RULE XIV.— TEST WEIGHT. 

All inspectors must ascertain the weight per measured bushel 
of each lot of wheat inspected by them and report the same in their 
books. 

EXTRACTS FROM THE RULES. 

Prescribed by the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners for the Administration of the Depart- 
ments of Grain Inspection and Warehouse Registra- 
tion in the City of Chicago, and en force from and 
after December 3, 1887. 

"plugged,*' "loaded" or "scoured" grain. 

The said Chief Inspector, and all persons inspecting grain under 
his direction, shall in no case make the grade of the grain above that 
of the poorest quality found in any lot of grain inspected, when it 
has evidently been "plugged" or otherwise "improperly loaded" for 
the purpose of deception. Wheat which has been subjected to 
"scouring," or to some process equivalent thereto, shall not be 
graded higher than No. 3. 

ATTEMPTS AT FRAUD OR INTERFERENCE. 

All persons employed in the inspection of grain shall promptly 
report to the Chief Inspector in writing all attempts to defraud the 
system of grain inspection established by law, and all instances 
where warehousemen shall deliver or attempt to deliver grain of a 
lower grade than that called for by the warehouse receipt. 

They shall also, in the same manner, report all attempts of 
receivers or shippers of grain, or any other person interested therein, 
to instruct or in any Improper way to influence the action or opinion 
of any Inspector in the discharge of his duty; and the Chief Inspector 
shall report all such cases to the Commission. 

RULES. 

All grain Id store in any warehouse of Class "A" at the time any 
amendment to the established rules of inspection (affecting such 
grain) may hereafter go into effect shall be inspected out (in satis- 
faction of warehouse receipts dated prior to that time only) in ac- 
cordance with the rules as they stood prior to such amendment. 
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CLAIMS FOB DAMAGES. 

No claim for damages on account of error in the inspection of 
any lot of grain (except grain inspected from public warehouses in 
accordance with law) will be entertained or allowed by the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, unless complaint of such 
inspection shall be made to the Chief Inspector before the grain in 
question shall be removed from the car in which it is inspected, or 
before it shall leave the Jurisdiction of the department. 

Grain transferred from the car in which it was Inspected to 
another must be inspected after transfer to entitle the owner to 
have any claim arising thereunder considered by the Board of Bail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners. 

TBB CHIEF INSPECTOR OF GRAIN 

is hereby authorized to collect on all grain inspected under his 
direction as follows: 

Fob In-Inspection: 35 cents per car load; 10 cents per 
wagon or cart load; 40 cents per 1,000 bushels from canal boats; i of 
a cent per bushel from bags. 

Fob Out-Inspection: 60 cents per 1,000 bushels to vessels 
and cars; 60 cents per car load to cars for all special inspection; 50 
cents per car load to teams or 10 cents per wagon load to teams. 

RULE I. 

HOURS OF SERVICE. 

Assistant Inspectors and Helpers will be at their posts and ready 
for business on the railroad tracks or at the elevators to which they 
may be assigned at 7 o'clock a. m. They will remain at their posts 
until 6 o'clock p. m. during the entire year, unlessotherwise excused. 
Failure to report for duty unless properly excused will be deemed a 
surrender of the position held by the absentee and no compensation 
will be allowed for days so absent. 

RULE II. 

Assistant Inspectors and Helpers are especially instructed to use 
all due care in cases where it becomes necessary to remove boards to 
obtain ingress Into cars in order to properly inspect the grain in such 
cars, to replace all such boards removed in such a manner as to pre- 
vent leakage or waste of grain from cars. It will be the duty of all 
Inspectors to make a record of defective and leaky condition of cars 
and grain doors and to report the same to the Chief Grain Inspector 
on blanks especially prepared, showing the location of leakage and 
such other information as would be of service to the receiver and the 
shipper of grain. 

RULE III. 

EARLIER HOURS. 

When the receipts are large, and the interest of the trade require 
an earlier inspection, all Assistant Inspectors and Helpers assigned to 
duty on the track will begin work at as early an hour as practicable. 
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RULE IV. 

EVENING WORK. 

Inspectors stationed at elevators will, when necessary to com- 
plete the cargo or shipment upon which they may be engaged, remain 
on duty after regular hours and as late in the evening as they can see 
to inspect grain safely. Compensation for such services is provided 
in Rules 13 and 14 of the Railroad and Warehouse Commission. 

RULE V. 

WET WEATHER AND DARKNESS. 

No Inspector stationed at an elevator is authorized to inspect out 
of store after dark or in wet weather, except on receipt, personally 
or through the office of the Chief Inspector, of an order written upon 
the printed blanks furnished by the department, filled and signed 
by the owner of the grain or his authorized agent, relieving such 
Inspector of all responsibility for damage which may be caused by 
such wet weather, or loss by such errors as are liable to occur by 
reason of darkness; but in every case the Inspector must be per- 
sonally present when the grain is actually delivered on board,making 
his report of the inspection after such actual delivery. 



NOTICE. 

All matters pertaining to the inspection of grain should be taken 
up with the Chief Grain Inspector. 

In case of unsatisfactory inspection, write or wire immediately. 
Grain cannot be re-inspected after it has been unloaded and the 
identity of it lost

REGTTiiATioN 1. For the examination of proYisions sold as 
Standard, it shall be the duty of any Inspector properly appointed by 
the Association, on receiving notice, to go to any packing house or 
warehouse in the city, to examine provisions, in such quantities as 
may be required, selecting the same in such a manner, from theloti 
specified, as, in his judgment, will give a fair sample of the whole. 

Reg. 2. If, upon examination, the properly is found, in all 
respects, up to the requirements of the classification of the grades 
adopted by the Association, he shall issue a certificate to that effect, 
which certificate shall state the number of packages, pieces, or 
pounds examined, and also the number of packages, pieces, or pounds 
In the lot to which the examination is intended to apply, and that 
the packages (if any) are in good merchantable order and condition. 
In the case of lard, no certificate for inspection shall be issued unless 
every package is examined; but on request of the owner or person 
ordering the inspection, the Inspector may examine a part of a lot, 
and issue a certificate of such examination, stating the number 
of packages examined, and also the whole number of packages in 
the lot. 

Reg. 3. When necessary to remove property for the convenience 
of examination, it shall be the duty of the Inspector to send for the 
same, that a fair sample may be obtained. In no case should a 
certificate be granted on samples delivered by the seller. 

Reg. 4. The fees for inspection are established as follows: 
For inspection by sampling— including repacking and coopering— 
Beef and Pork, for the first five barrels, eighty (80) cents per barrel, 
and for each additional barrel, twenty-five (25) cents. Forinspecting 
S. P. Meats, for the first five tierces, one ( 1) dollar per tierce, and for 
each additional tierce, twenty-five (25) cents. For inspecting boxed 
Meats, for the first five boxes, one (1) dollar per box, and for each 
additional box, fifty (50) cents. When the whole of a lot is i nspected— 
labor and coopering to be furnished by the seller— for Beef and Fork, 
ten (10) cents per barrel. For S. P. Meats, in lots of fifty (50) tierces 
or more, twelve and a half (12)) cents per tierce; in lots of one hun- 
dred (100) tierces or more, ten (10) cents per tierce. For bulk or 
boxed Meats, in car load lots or more, fifteen (15) cents per one 
thousand (1,000) pounds.

The fees for weighing are established as follows: Lard and

thousand (1,000) pounds. 

For stripping Lard, Grease and Tallow, fifty (60) cents per Br **Jy«L 
package. leputns. 

The fees for stripping and for the weighing of property of any 
kind shall be divided equally between the buyer and seller. 

Reg. 5. It shall be the duty of the Inspector, when requested by 
the owner, either at any packing-house, warehouse, or in yards 
provided by the Inspector, to overhaul and inspect provisions, accord* 
ing to the qualifications and classifications authorized; two hundred 
pounds of meat, with abundance of good salt, to be repacked into 
each barrel, and cooperage to be put in good order; each barrel of 
provisions that is sound, sweet, and free from any and every defect, 
to have grade and date of inspection branded thereon, and the word 
"Repacked," as hereinafter specified; and any portion that is defect- 
ive to be branded, in like manner, "Rusty,' 9 "Sour," or "Tainted," 
as the case may be; the said brand to be placed with the Inspector's 
brand across the regular packer's brand; such provisions, according 
to the grade or quality, to be classed as "Repacked 200 lbs." 

Reg. 6. The Inspector shall use metallic letters and figures, Brandta* 
marking iron, or stencil for their dates and class of inspection. imptaiiwotfc 

Reg. 7. It shall also be the duty of the Inspector to put his Branding 
metallic brand, marking iron, or stencil on all samples of provisions 
in tierces or barrels that he inspects; and he shall pass no hog prod- 
ucts in tierces or barrels as Standard, unless the real packer's name, 
location, number of pieces, date, and weight of the products contained 
therein are branded, according to these Rules, oil the head of every 
package. 

Reg. 8. Should the Inspector be called upon to inspect pickled pickled mea» 
meats, and upon examination he should be of the opinion that the ESES* 1 * 
number of pounds required by these Rules had not been originally 
packed, he shall not pass them as Standard, but shall refer the mat- 
ter at once to the Committee on Provision Inspection, who shall

Reg. 10. It shall be the further duty of the Inspectors during visitation of 
the packing season to visit frequently the different packing-houses {5S22? 
to see that provisions are properly dated and branded at time of 
being packed.

Standard prime steam lard should be solely the product of the 
trimmings and other fat parts of hogs, rendered in tanks by the 
direct application of steam, and without subsequent change in grain 
or character by the use of agitators or other machinery, except as 
such change may unavoidably come from transportatibn. It must 
have proper color, flavor and soundness for keeping, and no material 
which has been salted must be included. The name and location of 
the Tenderer, the date of packing, and the grade of the lard shall 
be plainly branded on each package at the time of packing. 

Prime steam lard of superior quality as to color, flavor and body 
may be inspected as " Prime Steam Lard, Choice Quality, " and shall 
also be deliverable on contracts for M Prime Steam Lard."

COOPERAGE. 

Cooperage shall be made of well seasoned white or burr oak, 
free from objectionable sap. 

BARRELS. 

For barrels, staves should be five-eighths ({) of an inch thick, 
twenty-nine (29) or thirty (30) inches long; heads eighteen (18) 
inches, one (1) inch thick in center, and three-eighths (|) at bevel; Hoop* 
hoops, hickory or white oak, to be hooped, not less than eleven-six- 
teenths (H)» 

TIERCES. 

Tierces for hams, shoulders, beef or lard, should be thirty-two 

(32) inches long, with a twenty-one (21) inch head, or thirty-three 

(33) inches long, with a twenty and one-half (20Jf ) inch head, staves 

to be chamferred at the head; quality of staves and hoops to be hoop*. 
the same as for barrels; staves three-quarters (%) of an inch thick; 
head same thickness as for barrels; hooped eleven-sixteenths (11-16). 
Iron-bound tierces for lard, hams or shoulders shall be classed as 
Standard, if made in compliance with the requirements of this Bule, 
as to heading and staves, and hooped with not less than four (4) 
good hoops on each end. 



Boxes should be made of sound common boards, reasonably dry, mmm** 
one inch thick, dressed on one side, not over three strips to each 
end, side, bottom or top; to have good, strong hardwood, white wood 
or sap pine stays inside each corner, should be well nailed and strap- 
ped with birch, oak or hickory straps around each end, to lap three 
inches on the cover. Boxes should be nailed together with ten- 
penny nails, and the stays nailed in with elghtpenny nails.

Section 1. The weight per measured bushel designated for 
each grade shall be that of commercially pure seed. 

No. 1 Northwestern Flaxseed —Flaxseed to grade No. 1 North- 
western shall be mature, commercially sound, dry and sweet. It shall 
be Northern grown or have the usual characteristics thereof. The 
maximum quantity of field, stack, storage or other damaged seed 
intermixed shall not exceed twelve and one-half per cent. The mini- 
mum weight shall be fifty-one (51) pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 1 Flaxseed— Ho. 1 flaxseed shall be commercially sound, dry 
and free from mustiness, and carrying intermixed not more than 
twenty-five per cent, of immature or field, stack, storage or other 
damaged flaxseed, and weighing not less than fifty (50) pounds to 
the measured bushel. 

Bejected Flaxseed— AIL damp and musty flaxseed and that carry- 
ing intermixed, immature or field, stack, storage or other damaged 
flaxseed in excess of twenty per cent., and weighing not less than 
forty-six and one-half (46+) pounds, shall be graded " Rejected." 

No Grade Flaxseed— Flaxseed that is wet, mouldy, warm or in a 
heating condition, or is in anywise unfit for temporary storage, or 
weighs less than forty-six and one-half (46}) pounds, shall be graded 
"No Grade." 

Flaxseed that is smoky, burnt, or intermixed with burnt seed, 
shall not be known by any grade, but shall be inspected in the usual 
way to determine percentage of impurities, and shall be posted as 
44 Burnt or Smoky Flax." 

Sec. 2. In sampling and inspecting flaxseed received in cars, in 
bulk, by railroad, a geared screw sampler shall be passed down 
through the seed at not less than seven points equally distributed.

ARBITRATION OF GRASS AND FIELD SEEDS 



First Samples to be arbitrated upon most be presented to the 
committee by 12:30 o'clock p. m., and if passed upon as prime, the 
committee will issue certificate of arbitration accordingly, which in 
all cases of delivery must accompany the invoice. 

Second. A charge of one dollar per car will be made for 
arbitration fees, which, in case the sample passes as prime, shall be 
paid jointly by the buyer and seller ; and if said sample fails so to 
pass, the fee shall be paid by the party tendering the sample for 
arbitration. 

Third. The certificate shall hold good for delivery in case of 
both timothy and clover seed for the crop year, provided in all cases 
the identity of the seed so arbitrated upon has been preserved. 

Fourth. All lots of seed to pass as prime must be of uniform 
quality throughout, and in sewed bags of merchantable quality. 

Fifth. In all sales of timothy, clover and other grass and field 
seeds for future delivery or for transfer to Eastern railroads by car 
loads, a car load shall be deemed to contain thirty thousand (80,000) 
pounds. 
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REGULATIONS FOR THE INSPECTION OF HAY. 



Choice Timothy Hay shall be timothy not mixed with over one-twentieth 
of other grasses, properly cored, bright natural color, sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Timothy Hay shall be timothy mixed with not more than one-eighth 
clover, red top and other tame grasses, properly cured, good color, sound and 
well baled. 

No. 2 Timothy Hay shall include all timothy not good enough for No. 1, 
not over one-third mixed with other tame grasses, fair color, sound and well 
baled. 

No. 3 Timothy Hay shall include all hay not good enough for other grades, 
sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Glover Mixed Hay shall be timothy and clover mixed, with at least 
one-half timothy, good color, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Glover Mixed Hay shall be timothy and clover mixed, with at least 
one-third timothy, reasonably sound and well baled. 

No. 1 Glover Hay shall be medium clover, not over one-twentieth other 
grasses, properly cured, sound and well baled. 

No. 2 Glover Hay shall be clover, sound, well baled, not good enough for 
No/1. 

No Grade Hay shall include threshed timothy and all hay badly cured, 
musty, stained or in any way unsound. 

Choice Prairie Hay shall be upland hay of bright color, well cured, sweet, 
sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 1 Prairie Hay shall be upland and may contain one-quarter midland, 
of good color, well cured, sweet* sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 2 Prairie Hay shall be upland of fair color, or midland of good color, 
well cured, sweet, sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 3 Prairie Hay shall be midland of fair color, or slough of good color, 
well cured, sound and reasonably free from weeds. 

No. 4 Prairie Hay shall include all hay not good enough for other grades 
and not caked 

No Grade Prairie Hay shall include all hay not good enough for other 
grades. 

No. 1 Straight Bye Straw shall be in large bales, clean, bright, long rye 
straw, pressed in bundles, sound and well baled.

All certificates of inspection shall show the number of bales and grade in 
each car or lot inspected and plugged, and when for shipment, the final inspec- 
tion and plugging, in order to ascertain the sound condition of each bale, shall 
take place at the time of shipment. The fees for Inspection shall be three 
dollars per car, to be divided eaually between the buyer and the seller.

Sixth. Any important change in the conditions of any ware- 
house, or disregard or evasions of the above requirements, shall at 
any time be a sufficient cause for declaring any such warehouse no 
longer a regular warehouse within the meaning of the Rules of the 
Board of Trade. 

Seventh. The proprietors or managers of warehouses storing 
flaxseed are required to do so, subject to the provisions regarding

GOVERNING THE 



"Department of Grain Sampling and 

Seed Inspection." 



ADOPTED BY THB BOARD OP DIRECTORS OP THB BOARD OP TRADE 

OP THB CITY OP CHICAGO. 



First— The Board of Directors shall appoint a Committee of 
Five, members of the Board of Trade, who shall have and exercise 
general control over the Department under the conditions and pro- 
visions contained in Sections 1, 2 and 3 of Bole IV of the Rules of 
the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago. 

Second—This Committee shall appoint and fix the compensation 
of a Chief Grain Sampler, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors. 

Third— The Chief Grain Sampler shall furnish a bond for the 
faithful performance of all and singular the duties of his office, said 
bond to be satisfactory in all respects to the Board of Directors. 

Fourth— The Chief Sampler may employ such assistance as 
needed, when approved by the " Department of Grain Sampling and 
Seed Inspection," and the Department will fix the compensation far 
such assistance. 

Fifth— The Department shall make monthly reports of all 
receipts and expenditures. All expenses must be approved by the 
Board of Directors. 
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Sixth— The charge for services rendered by this Deparment shall 
be uniform to all persons, firms and corporations, and shall not be 
changed without proper notice being given of the proposed change, 
each notice to be posted in a conspicuous place in the Exchange 
Boom of the Board. This Department may charge a higher rate in 
special cases outside of the Chicago district, but in no case can it 
make any reduction from the established rates. 

Seventh— Nothing in the foregoing regulations shall prevent the 
buyer or seller, or his representative, from personally examining 
any car or cargo of grain bought or sold under the Bules of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago, but under no circumstances can a 
Board of Trade official certificate be given by the party thus examin- 
ing; any unofficial party, or his employer, inspecting any car or cargo 
of grain shall not have the right of appeal to the Grain Committee, 
unless the grain has been loaded under the supervision of the 
Official Sampler of this Department. 

Eighth— The fees authorized to be collected by this Department 
for sampling grain shall be as follows: 

Thirty (80) cents per carload for sampling grain. 
Twenty-five (25) cents per 1000 bushels for sampling grain loaded 
into or unloaded from vessels. 

Ninth— The Grain Committee shall arrange with the State 
Grain Inspection Department for the appointment of helpers whose 
duty it shall be to secure samples of every lot of grain graded by the 
Department in Chicago, as far as practicable, whether such grading 
be in or out of elevators or track arrivals. The same facility shall 
be accorded to such helpers for the purpose of examining and samp- 
ling grain loaded into vessels or cars at any private elevator or clean- 
ing house by the proprietors of such houses and their employes, as is 
now accorded to regular State Inspectors. 

Tenth— Such helpers shall be required to give bonds. They shall 
be subject to control and discharge by the State Grain Department, 
exactly as are the Deputy Inspectors. They shall be appointed on 
recommendation of the Grain Committee. Their salaries shall be 
paid by the State Grain Department with money furnished if neces- 
sary by the Board of Trade. When not actively engaged in duties 
described by the State Grain Department they shall be subject to 
control and direction of the Chief Sampler in such work as he may 
require. 

Eleventh— It shall be the duty of such helper to bring the samples 
of graded grain, secured as above, to the Chief Sampler's office daily, 
for use in examinations by Supervising Inspectors, the Appeal Com- 
mittee and the Official Sampler. The identity of such samples shall 
be known, however, only to the State Department and to the 
Official Sampler. 
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Twelfth— Such samples shall he kept on file in the Chief Sampler's 
office a reasonable time, labeled, however, by grades and numbers 
which shall indicate their identity only to the State Department 
and the Official Sampler, and thus unidentified they shall be acces- 
sible to the public. 

Ikirteentk— It shall be one of the duties of the Official Sampler 
to thoroughly examine these samples daily, and in case any of them 
indicate improper grading, he shall, in case the Chief Inspector, the 
Supervising Inspectors or the Appeal Committee have not already 
taken up such improper grading for correction, call their attention 
to same, explaining in what way the inspection has been too lenient 
or too rigid. 

Fourteenth— In case the Official Sampler or any other party at 
interest, i. e., the buyer or the seller, should thus complain to the 
State Department and fail to have his complaint properly or favor- 
ably considered by the State Department, it shall be the duty of the 
Sampling or Grain Committee to listen to his complaint, and if it is 
in their judgment reasonable, the other parties at interest shall be 
notified, and the matter taken up by the Grain Committee with the 
State Department— all parties at interest being given an opportunity 
of being present at such hearing. 

Fifteenth— In the examination of samples of grain inspected, a 
standard sample shall be used as a gauge, and in case of doubtful 
grain, which is very near the " line," a comparison shall be made 
with such standard sample, and in case of disputes calling for an 
appeal, final decision shall be rendered in accordance with such 
comparison. 

Sixteenth— Standard samples above referred to shall be made up 
as early as possible at the beginning of each crop year, and approved 
by the State Inspection Department, Appeal and Sampling Com- 
mittees and the Official Sampler— all working together to make up 
a fair and equitable standard. 

Seventeenthr-In cases where it is neoessary for the Grain or 
Sampling Committee to take the question of moisture into account, 
rendering a chemical analysis necessary, this shall be made promptly. 

Eighteenth— Nothing in the above shall be understood as giving 
the Grain Committee any privileges relative to the examination of 
samples or the knowledge of their identity other than those enjoyed 
by the public, excepting when complaint is made to them under the 
provisions of the above regulations, or when an appeal is taken as is 
provided in Section 17 of Rule 22, 2nd paragraph, in which case the • 
examination shall be made at such time and place and after such ; 
notification as will give all parties at interest an opportunity of be- 
ing present. 

Nineteenth— In case it should not be feasible to obtain samples of 
track arrivals in the manner above outlined, owing to the volume of 
grain coming in, an arrangement may be made with Receivers' 
agents to work in conjunction with Inspectors to take an extra 
sample for file in the Chief Inspector's office as above outlined.

that an exact comparison may easily be made with each Registered 
Warehouse Receipt, registered and issued as aforesaid ; and in 
every instance to be based upon official and personal identification 
of the property described in said returns. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to daily compile and 
formulate the reports of his deputies rendered under this Regula- 
tion, in such form that the quantities and descriptions of each kind 
of property represented by Registered Warehouse Receipts in all 
44 regular " provision warehouses shall be clearly, definitely and fully 
stated. 

And, further, it shall be the duty of the said Registrar to 
record, or cause to be recorded, such daily compilation, in a book 
prepared under his direction, for the special purpose of providing 
information with reference to provisions said to be stored in 
41 regular" warehouses and represented by Registered Warehouse 
Receipts; the said book to be kept in the office of the Registrar, 
and to be accessible during business hours to members of this Asso- 
ciation. 

Fifth. All such warehouse proprietors or managers shall Duty of pro- 
promptly report to the said Registrar, as the same shall come te££i«en I to 
their knowledge, any information touching the condition of auyggg^j^ 
property held in store by them, under Registered Warehouse 
Receipts, that will tend to impair its value, and which it may be 
important and proper should be known to the trade. 

Sixth. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors prior to the Duty of the 
first day of June in each year to inspect, or cause to be inspected, £■*? tawM* * 
all warehouses for the storage of provisions, the proprietors or w * rthouaei ' 
managers of which shall apply to have the same declared " regular " 
under the Rules of the Board of Trade, and no warehouse shall be 
declared a regular warehouse for the storage of provisions, which 
shall not comply with the Rules of the Board of Trade and these 
requirements, nor until the proprietors of such warehouse shall 
have filed a bond in the form and conditioned as provided in the 
Rules of the Board of Trade and in the amount fixed by the Board 
of Directors, and such bond shall have been approved by the Board 
of Directors. Warehouse receipts for provisions issued by ware- mm during 
houses so declared regular by the Board of Directors shall be regular tSwSm^ 
for delivery on contracts under the Rules of the Board of Trade so 
long as the said warehouse shall continue to be a regular warehouse 
for the storage of provisions, but the term for which any warehouse 
is declared a regular warehouse for the storage of provisions to issue 
such receipts shall be limited to and expire on the first day of June 
in each year. No receipts Issued on provisions stored in any ware- 
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house after that date shall be regular for dellTery under the Rake 
p^rTrrtotedOf the Board of Trade, unless the warehouse upon which it has been 
issued has again been declared a regular warehouse by the Board 
of Directors ; but receipts for property in store in such warehouse at 
that date shall continue to be regular for such delivery so long as the 
property remains intact in such warehouse. 

Application may be made after the first day of June in any year 
to have a warehouse declared regular, and the Board of Directors 
may declare such warehouse regular in accordance with and subject 
to the provisions of said rules and requirements. 

Seventh. Any regular warehouse may, for good and sufficient 
reasons, satisfactory to the Board of Directors of the Board oi 
Trade, be declared no longer a regular warehouse for the storage of 
provisions under the Bules of the Board of Trade, provided, property 
already in store in such warehouse shall continue to be regular on 
delivery so long as it remains intact in such warehouse. 

Eighth. The proprietors or managers of a regular warehouse 

[^ e ^ a « minst shall pay any and all charges for switching cars to and from any 

charges. warehouse for the purpose of loading property for delivery from such 

warehouse, and shall keep the holders of the receipts for such 

property free from all liability for such charges. 

RegtatraMn 00 Ninth. The proprietors, or managers, of a regular provision 

regard to proper warehouse shall not issue for regular delivery, nor shall the Begie- 

trar of Provisions register for regular delivery, any warehouse 

receipts for which it is not possible to obtain proper insurance on 

the property by the party, or parties, receiving the said warehouse 

receipts on a regular delivery. 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 

TRADE IN HOPS. 



First. It shall be the rale that a bale of hops shall weigh not less 
than one hundred and seventy-five (175) nor more than two hundred 
(200) pounds ; but the tender or delivery of any lot of hops on a sale 
or a contract, averaging one hundred and eighty-five (186) pounds to 
one hundred and ninety-five (196) pounds shall be deemed a com- 
pliance with this rule. 

Second. The sacking of hops shall not weigh more than twenty* 
four (24) ounces per yard, and seven (7) pounds shall be deducted 
bom the weight of each bale as tare ; and any additional weight 
of sacking, or any extraneous matter, shall be considered as irregular, 
and the seller be liable to the purchaser for such excess. 

Third. Each and every bale of hops sold must be marked with 
the growers' name or initials, and the name of the State where the 
hops have been raised, and the year produced. 
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Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, 

i. 

The style and address of each member of the dealing House of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago— in the case of a corporation, the names of its 
officers and directors and its corporate name, in the case of a firm, the names of 
its members and its firm name— must be immediately registered at said Clear- 
ing House; also, must be immediately registered any change in the style or 
address of any member of the Clearing House— in the case of a corporation, any 
change in its corporate name or in its officers or directors, and in the case of a 
firm, any change in the firm name or in the membership thereof. 

A fine of five dollars (16.00) shall be imposed in case of violation of any of 
the above requirements. 

Suitable blanks shall be provided by the Clearing House for furnishing the 
information as hereinbefore set forth and required. 

A copy of all registrations, as above set forth, shall be sent by the manager 
of the Clearing House to each and every member thereof; also, a copy shall be 
filed by the Clearing House with the Secretary of the Board. 

II. 
Printed reports to show the net balances, as provided in General Rule No. 
XXII, Section 6, Paragraph 2, must be obtained at the Clearing House. 

III. 

Any person, firm or corporation, member of the Clearing House of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, whose report shows a balance against 
such person, firm or corporation, shall accompany his or its report with a cheok 
payable to the order of the Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago for such balance; such check, if not issued by the said Clearing House 
of the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago must be duly certified, under 
penalty of a fine of five dollars (5.00). Should payment on a certified check be 
stopped, the maker must immediately upon receiving official notice thereof, 
deposit with the said Clearing House of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago another and acceptable check. 

IV. 

All reports must be in the Clearing House by 11 a. m., of each business day, 
under penalty of a fine of five dollars if tardy, and the posting of the delinquent 
party on 'Change at 12 m., except on days when the exchange room is closed at 
12 o'clock m., when the names of delinquents shall be posted at 11:30 a. m. 

V. 

Parties having no items to clear must so report in writing, wider penalty of a 
fine of one doUarfor neglect ofsudi report; and parties whose reports may be equal 
on both sides, and those whose reports show a credit balance, must put them in 
the Clearing House, under penalty, as provided in Art. IV above. 

N. B.— To insure accuracy and expedite the clearings, parties must be sure 
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the amounts claimed are mutually agreed upon and correct. A penalty of one 
dollar will be collected of any party claiming from or allowing to another party 
a wrong amount, and also for each error in footing or subtraction. All doubtful 
items must be excluded from the report. 

VI. 

If a claim is not allowed by the debtor, the claimant must on notice thereof, 
pay to the Clearing House by certified check the amount claimed; such payment 
to be made before 1:00 o'clock p. m. of the day on which notice is served, under 
penalty of a fine of five dollars (86.00). If such claim is not paid prior to 2:30 
o'clock p. m. of the same day, the Clearing House will hold whatever funds it 
may have belonging to the claimant or his creditors, until such claim is 
satisfied. 

VII. 

In case a party, in his report, allows another party an amount in excess of 
that claimed by the second party, the excess will be refunded to the first party. 

VIII. 

The charge for clearing, as provided by the Rules, has been fixed at one 
cent for each item in each report, the same to be paid monthly on presentation 
of the bill by the Clearing House. Fines to be paid at time of notification that 
the same have been incurred, under penalty of the withholdng of the next 
amount due such debtor or reporting the delinquency to the Board of Directors. 

IX. 

Parties whose reports show a net balance in their favor may call for check 
after 2:30 p. m. 

X. 

No reports shall be amended after 11 a. m. 

XI. 
Office hours shall be from 9 a. m. to 3:30 p. m. 

XII. 

No firm shall be allowed the privileges of the Clearing House while any 
member of said firm is under sentence of suspension by the Board of Directors. 

XIII. 

No corporation shall be allowed the privileges of the Clearing House while 
any officer of said corporation is under sentence of suspension by the Board of 
Directors. And whenever the President or Secretary of any corporation enjoy- 
ing the privileges of the Clearing House shall have been expelled or suspended 
for misconduct in connection with the business of said corporation, such corpo- 
ration shall thereafter and during the period of such suspension be entitled to 
the privileges of the Clearing House only after favorable action of the Board of 
Directors upon its written application for such privileges. 
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Any corporation applying for membership in the Clearing House of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, may be admitted to such membership 
only upon recommendation of the Clearing House Committee, in the exercise 
of its discretion, and upon approval by at least ten affirmative ballot votes of 
the Board of Directors; provided, that three negative ballot votes are not cast 
against any such corporation. 

XV. 

When any member of the Clearing House, whether person, firm or corpo- 
ration, is, in the opinion of the Clearing House Committee, using such Clearing 
House for the purpose of clearing the business of a member suspended from the 
privileges of the Board or one expelled therefrom, or of a corporation a stock- 
holder of which is suspended from the privileges of the Board or expelled 
therefrom, the Clearing House Committee shall report such fact to the Board of 
Directors, who, in the exercise of its discretion, may deprive such a person, firm, 
or corporation of the privileges of the Clearing House for such period as they 
may see fit; the intent hereof being to prevent any membership in the Clearing 
House being used as a subterfuge to enable one suspended or expelled from the 
Board to still enjoy the advantages of the Clearing House, but not to prevent 
a member from clearing the individual trades made for the account and per- 
sonal benefit of one suspended or expelled from the Board. 

XVI. 

Applications by persons or firms for membership in the Clearing House of 
the Board of Trade of the City of Chicago must be submitted to the Clearing 
House Committee and passed upon favorably by them before applicants will be 
entitled to the privileges of the said Clearing House of the Board of Trade of 
the City of Chicago.
